Thanksgiving Chronicle 


Its Revealing Delineations of Lincoln

doxes of the American way of life, 
there is one whereby the Nation whole- 
heartedly celebrates Thanksgiving, 
yet, comparatively few Americans 
know its long, extra-ordinarily sig- 
nificant history giving exclusive, im- 
portant delineations of Lincoln.

tened turkey, has become a symbolic 
chronicle by reason of being corpu- 
lent with corollaries, whose impor- 
tance, having increased through time, 
offer additional historical interest, 
particularly today when the Civil 
War is a popular inspiration to col- 
lectors and round table discussions. 
Besides personifying America’s ear- 
ly religious freedom and self-govern- 
ment, the chronicle likewise, is an 
outstanding example of the typical 
American determination to do and

THE CALL TO THANKSGIVING SERVICES 


In Colonial times, before American churches had bells, the population was called 
to services by the village and town drummer, who was paid an annual stipend for beating 
twice on Sundays, once on Thanksgiving and Christmas, to fill the meeting house.

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“sittin’” brings sharply into focus 
the fact, that two of the few truly 
great presidents, Washington and 
Lincoln, were also immeasurably 
great in many other respects which 
overshadowed their meritorious ef- 
forts in establishing Thanksgiving as 
a national holiday on the American 
ealendar. 

Time, too, has dimmed the chron- 
icle’s third outstanding personality, 
who like a deus ex machina, was the 
connecting link between the first and 
sixteenth presidents. This was the 
persevering New Engianu nousewife, 
Mrs. Sarah Josepha Buell Hale, 1788- 
1879. 

Mrs. Hale would have been a phe- 
nomenon in any age, and her rise and 
influence was extraordinary in the 
Victorian era when it was considered 
improper, if not impossible, for a gen- 
tlewoman to earn money and be suc- 
cessful in a profession. Left a penni- 
less widow at 38 with five children 
ranging in age from two weeks to 
seven years old, and unschooled, ex- 
cept at home, and untrained for a 
vocation, Mrs. Hale as America’s first 
woman editor became a dominant, 
vital influence in the life of the na- 
tion. 

However, Mrs. Hale was no rev- 
olutionary whirlwind. Her indomit- 
able will, endless endeavor and ambi- 
tion went hand in hand with the 
cautious judgment and carefully cal- 
culated plans bespeaking remarkable 
vision and insight into human nature. 

While other American revolution- 
ary women reformers beat upon the 
thick stone walls of Victurian conven- 
tion, Mrs. Hale was discreetly in the 
background, digging decurously as she 
tunneled beneath those same walls, 
so that gradually the stones toppled, 
one after another. Aceurdingly, sev- 
eral permanent institutions, organ- 
izations, laws and customs still flour- 
ishing today owe their inceptions to 
the “Lady Editor” as, with a sincere 
fond respect she was generally spoken 
of both here and abroad. 

Like other cherished and truly 
American customs, Thanksgiving be- 
gan in a simple, smal] and local way. 
In 1621, at Plymouth, Mass., follow- 
ing their first harvest in the new 
world, the Pilgrims, who had survived 
the preceding winter’s disastrous fam- 
ine, set aside a day for special reli- 
gious Thanksgiving services. 

This became an annual custom at 
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Plymouth, and other colonists soon 
adopted it. By 1644 Thanksgiving 
was being observed on different days 
of the autumn by most of the New 
England states and New York. How 
some Indians also adopted Thanks- 
giving was reported in the first Amer- 
ican newspaper, Publick Occurrences, 
on September 22, 1692, as follows: 

“The Christianized Indians in some 
parts of Plimouth have newly ap- 
pointed a day of Thanksgiving to God 
for his Mercy in supplying their ex- 
tream and pinching Necessities under 
their late want of Corn & for His giv- 
ing them now a prospect of a very 
Comfortable Harvest. Their Example 
may be worth Mentioning.” 

This example was followed sporad- 
ically throughout the thirteen colo- 
nies for the next 84 years. Then, dur- 
ing the Revolutionary War the Con- 
tinental Congress appointed one or 
more annual Thanksgiving days ex- 
cept in 1777; each time recommend- 
ing to the states’ civil officials that 
those days be marked for special 
thanksgiving. And, they were ob- 
served by many towns, villages and 
settlements although the Continental 
Army’s casualty lists mounted stead- 
ily, with American victory seeming 
dubious and distant. 

The Army’s extreme suffering at 
Valley Forge, during the bitter win- 
ter of 1777, precluded any thanksgiv- 
ing that year. However, the Comman- 
der-in-chief, George Washington, ex- 
pressed heartfelt thanks when he pub- 
licly said, “Naked and starving as 
they are, we cannot enough admire 
the incomparable patience and fidelity 
of the soldiery.” 

Accordingly, as first President of 
the new Republic, Washington, in or- 
ganizing the government, realized that 
winning the peace and fréedom only 
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strengthened the reasons for continu- 
ing thanksgiving. Less than six 
months after he became President, in 
the late autumn of 1789, Washington 
issued America’s fiirst national 
Thanksgiving proclamation, which 
then as today, was subject to individ- 
ual proclamations by each state’s gov- 
ernor. 

As this Proclamation was the cor- 
nerstone of a national revered custom, 
and today is largely forgotten, 
it bears reprinting in parts as fol- 
lows: 

“Whereas it is the duty of all na- 
tions to acknowledge the Providence 
of Almighty God . . . and whereas 
both Houses of Congress have request- 
ed me to recommend to the people of 
the United States a Day of Thanks- 
giving and prayer. ... 

“Now therefore, I do recommend 
and assign Thursday the 26th of No- 
vember next to the service of the 
Great and Glorious Being .. . that we 
then al] may unite in rendering unto 
Him our humble thanks for His kind 
care and protection of this country 
previous to its becoming a nation...; 
for the favorable interposition of His 
Providence in the course and conclu- 
sion of the late war; for the great de- 
gree of tranquility, Union and plen- 
ty which we have since enjoyed; for 
the peaceable and rational manner in 
which we have been enabled to estab- 
lish constitutions of government .. .; 
for the civil and religious liberty with 
which we are blessed ...; and also that 
we may then unite and beseech Him 
... to promote virtue, knowledge and 
the increase of science among us... .” 

Again, emphasizing the need for a 
national Thanksgiving, Washington, 
near the end of his sevond term, in 
1795, issued his second Presidential 
Thanksgiving Proclamation. While 


similar in thought and tone to the 
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first one, it was the latter that held 
the greatest appeal for Mrs. Hale. 

The origina] proclamation with its 
integral components of: “Union, civil 
and religious liberty, virtue, knowl- 
edge and the increase of science,” pro- 
vided the Lady Editor with a slender 
but sturdy strand of fiber, which, 
like the poet’s “golden thread,” she 
proposed to wind into a ball that 
would make Thanksgiving a national, 
annual and permanent American cus- 
tom: she was determined to add this 
special holiday to the nation’s cal- 
endar. 

This was not easy. Washington’s 
successors in the White House did 
not continue his precedent. Thanks- 
giving became largely a local, cele- 
bration, controlled exclusively by 
either state, city or village officials. 
Following the close of the War of 
1812, President Madison, responding 
to resolutions of Congress. set apart 
a day for a national thanksgiving, 
but it was not repeated the next 
year. In 1817 New York’s governor 
appointed an annual day for giving 
thanks. Gradually, other states fol- 
lowed, but several southern states op- 
posed this holiday on grounds of the 
custom being a relic of Puritanical 
bigotry. 

Generally, scant attention was paid 
to this opposition, but Mrs. Hale rec- 
ognized it as an omen of the shape 
of things to come regarding the then 
current economic rivalry between the 
North and the South. This, she con- 
cluded was the basic issue that would 
precipitate a civil war, even though 
slavery might serve as the immediate 
cause. Thus, the opposition was the 
surface scratch that soon would wear 
into a crack, which finally splitting 
into a chasm, would divide the na- 
tion—such was her amazing fore-

From March 24 to April 25, 1890, 
the Metropolitan was occupied by an 
Italian company under the direction 
of Henry Abbey and Maurice Grau.

TETRAZZINI ON ROCOCO 

What with her reported romantic 
pursuits, it’s a wonder that the gol- 
den-throated Luisa had any time left 
for singing. But when she did sing— 
it was with a brilliance dazzling even 
in the days when soprani adept at 
stunning coloratura were a plentiful 
commodity. 

On Rococo R13, only her earlier, 
London-made recordings are present-

One of the highest paid primedon- 
ne of her time and one of the most 


acclaimed in the operatic field, Luisa 
Tetrazzini left on records bits of vo- 
calization that point to talents far be- 
yond the ordinary. The exacting may 
attach importance to a flaw or two 
in her technique; but over all reigned 
a pliant yet firm tone column aglow 
with purple-tinted hues, boasting of 
an upper region brimming with un- 
common fullness, and a descending 
chromatic scale that took one’s breath 
away with its incomparable beauty. 

The program on Rococo R13 in- 
cludes some hard to find recordings, 
particularly those of “tHlijas del Ze- 
bedeo,” “I Vespri Siciliani,” both the 
“Pescatori di perle” selections, ‘Voc 
di Primavera” and “Serenata.” The 
reproduction is quite adequate and 
the pitch was carefully attended to. 
All the operatics are wel] centered 
in key, including Rosina’s Cavatina 
which is done in E Major, as it is 
in the score. Frankly, I was sur- 
prised to find it right in the original 
key, as most light soprani raise Una 
voce one half-tone, to F. 

Of the songs, Tetrazzini’s record- 
ing of Tosti’s “Serenata” is one of 
those accursed stumbling blocks which 
often arise to plague the well-inten- 
tioned who try to play their records 
correctly. First, the soprano/tenor key 
of this song is that of F Major. As 
it does not go above F on the last 
line of the staff, it seems inconceiv- 
able that Tetrazzini of all people 
would lower it, especially since she 
sings it minus the ornaments em- 
ployed by Patti, Melba and Alda (any- 
one else “embellish” the piece?). And 
yet, when set in F, her voice comes

Baf- 
fling, if one thinks that Battistini’s 
“Serenata” sounds all-right in F on 
TAP LP (see below), when he should 
have sung it in the mezzo/baritone 
key of E-flat—the key that was used 
in the reproduction of the Tetrazzini 
disc! What we have here, then, is an 
incongruous situation where a_ so- 
prano and a baritone swap their re-

The reproduction, varying with the 
quality of the original tone, is quite 
free from excessive nvise; and the 
pitch has been for the most part suc- 
cessfully worked out. A collection of 
exceptional appeal is T-302 BAT- 
TISTINI SINGS SONGS. The songs 
in question are the very lovely ro- 
manze da camera—great favorites 
around the turn of the certury. It 
isn’t often that one has a chance to 
hear them, and moreover, to hear 
them sung by the honey-voiced bari- 
tone. Incidentally, I wonder to whom 
was directed Battistini’s remark af- 
ter the completion of “Occhi di fata,” 
As the last piano note dies down, 
with evident satisfaction he distinct- 
ly asks in Russian: Khorosho? 
(good?) 

Among the rare items plentiful on 
TAP, stands out an unpublished ver- 
sion of Tamagno’s “Trovatore” - Di 
quella pira, on T-303.

Forty years ago, at 11:11 a.m., on 
November 11, 1918, che shooting 
stopped in the First War to end war. 
It is almost no exaggeration to say 
that the noise from millions of re- 
joicing men, women and children the 
world over came close to blowing holes 
in the sky. Because of that fortieth 
anniversary, this seems an appropri- 
ate time to review the splendid work 
done by American singers, stage 
stars, song writers, and other theatri- 
cal persons in World War I. 

The world of “show biz” stimulated 
civilian morale on the home frent and 
entertained American fighting men 
both at home and abroad. Since this 
department is chiefly interested in 
recording artists, we'll first mention 
the activities of a representative few 
of the men and women who were 
making discs and cylinders 40 years 
and more ago. 

The tireless work of the late Ar-

thur Fields in recruiting hundreds of 
members for the old 71st Regiment is 
still well recalled. Recently I came 
across an amusing photo of this fa- 
mous song writer-comedian riding on 
the back of an elepnant from the 
New York Hippodrome to «: ty an 
“Army and Navy” model of the New 
Edison phonograph to New York’s 
First Signal Corps. The Edison Com- 
pany supplied hundreds of these in- 
struments without cost to military 
camps, and famous stars, including, 
Anna Case and Alice Verlet, gave 
direct comparison “tone tests” with 
them. After one such test by Mme. 
Verlet, Raymond Hitchcock, the mas- 
ter of ceremonies, who had made Vic- 
tor and Columbia records, remarked:

“Some phonograph! I couldn’t tell 
the artist from the Edisun!” 

Other Edison artists, including 
Amy Eilerman, George Wilton, Bal- 
lard and Sibyl Sanderson Fagan gave 
similar tone tests, thus ccmbining en- 
tertainment for the men in uniform 
with good publicity for the New Edi- 
son. During 1918 there was a nation- 
wide drive to collect so-called “slack- 
er” records (records which the aver- 
age family owned but didn’t play) 
for the pleasure of the fighting forces. 
During a week-long drive in New 
York City, recoraing artists sang re- 
peatedly on the, steps of the Public 
Library, but were concealed inside a 
huge oak replica of a Chippendale 
model Edison. A rather amusing ac- 
count of their activities is given in 
the December, 1918, issue of Along 
Broadway: 

Marie de Kyzer, who sang several 
times herself, brought her husband, 
Mr. Donald Ross Cummings, with her 
one afternoon. Mr. Cummings is so 
tall he said he’d feel uncomfortable 
inside the phonograph — which was 
about seven feet high—but he consented 
to sing on the outside with Miss 
de Kyzer as his accompanist. Vernon 
Dalhart, too, not only sang but pro- 


vided another singer. This time it 
was a cousin—a coxswain in the Navy 


—whose uniform and his delightful 
singing of “Caroline’’ quite captured 
the audience. Harvey Hindermyer, 
Yvonne de Treville, Julia Heinrich, 
Reed Miller. Gladys Rice, Marion Ev- 
elyn Cox, George Wilton Ballard and 


Betsy Lane Shepherd were others who 
contributed their services to the move- 
ment to send music in its most varied 
and interesting shapes to the boys 
overseas, in camps and on ships. 


I wonder if Dalhart’s cousin were 
Guy Massey, who was eredited with 
being the composer of that best-sell- 
ing record of 1924-25, “The Prison- 
er’s Song.” Of course other phono- 


graph companies rallied to the na- 
tion’s service. Victor, for instance, 
placed the greater parc of its fac- 
tory space at the government’s dis- 
posal in making war equipment, and 
many Victor artists, among them John 
McCormack, Olive Kline, Elsie Ba- 
ker and Sir Harry Lauder (whose 
only son, John was killed in the war) 
were active in recruiting programs 
and Liberty Bond sales. Lauder was 
afterwards knighted by the British 
government and became Sir Harry 
Lauder. 

The famous American violinist, Al- 
bert Spalding, gave up his instru- 
ment for the duration to serve his 
country in uniform. The still living 
Joe White, who became famous on 
radio several years later as “The Sil- 
ver-Masked Tenor,” enlisted and while 
in uniform made several Columbia 
records under the name of J. Malachy 
White. Another still active singer and 
song writer, Geoffrey O’Hara was mu- 
sical director at Fort Oglethorpe in 
Georgia. He wrote “K-K-Katy.” Per- 
ey Hemus taught singing to sailors 
at the Great Lakes Naval Training 
Station. 

A sailor on recruiting duty, W. J. 
(“Sailor”) Reilley, sang on a few 
Victor records. Poor Reilley’s health 
failed after the war and he lingered 
on for many vears as am incurable in- 
valid in an Illinois military ‘hospital. 
A Negro musical group, Lieutenant 
Jim Europe’s 69th Inrantry (Hell- 
Fighters) Band, made a large num- 
ber of Pathé dises featuring the still 
popular comedian, Noble Sissle, who 
also recorded many solos. And we 
must not forget the war-time serv- 
ices of Sergeant Irving Berlin, who 
qualifies as a recording artist because 
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of having sung a Columbia dise of 
one of his compositions, “Oh, How 
That German Could Love,” as long 
ago as 1910. (This was one of the rec- 
ords I played when I appeared on 
Dave Garroway’s “Today” program 
last May. It was played in spite of 
Mr. Berlin’s asking me how much 
I would charge NOT to use it!) Ber- 
lin not only wrote some of the best 
popular songs with a war-time theme 
—“‘For Your Country and My Coun- 
try,” “Oh, How I Hate to Get Up in 
the Morning,” “I Can Always Find a 
Little Sunshine in the YMCA,” and 
“T’ve Got My Captain Working For 
Me Now,” among them—but was the 
guiding spirit of the production of 
“Yip-Yap-Yaphank” at Camp Upton. 
His services in World War II were 
equally great. 

Now on to Ray Walker’s recollec- 
tions of the part played overseas by 
the show business in that outburst of 
global insanity 40 odd years ago. 


II. Ray Walker Recalls 

First though, Ray would like to 
quote from. a book, “Entertaining the 
American Army: The Ainerican Stage 
and Lyceum in the First World War,” 
written in 1921 by a dramatic pro- 
ducer and coach, James W. Evans, 
and Captain Gardner L. Harding, 
who was attached to General Persh- 
ing’s staff at Chaumont in the Intel- 
ligence Division of the War Depart- 
ment: 

The American stage was one of the 
powerful forces behind all the Liberty 
Loans, Red Cross drives and United 
War Work campaigns. It was directly 
instrumental in raising hundreds of 
millions of dollars. It recruited the en- 
tertainers from every available source, 
including actors, lyceum entertainers, 
lecturers, singers, musicians, song lead- 
ers, motion picture stars and operators, 
vaudeville performers, soldier shows, 
stock companies—all merging in this 
achievement, which required the or- 
ganization of play bureaus, costume 
and scenic factories, transportation of- 
fices and the leasing of many of the 
most famous theaters_jin Europe. It 
enrolled in its operations at home and 
abroad more than 35,000 men and 
women, It is estimated that-more than 
20,000 actors, professional and semi- 
professional, with lyceum _ workers, 
singers and amateur entertainers, ap- 
peared before the soldiers in American 
camps. 


Perhaps a majority of the 1918 per- 
formers are now dead and the sur- 
viving veterans who saw them put 
on their acts are fast moving out of 
a middle-age status into the elderly 
class. But most of the old-time front 
line entertainers who still survive 
have keen memories of what they say 
and did in those long-gone days. One 
of the keenest memories belongs to 
Ray Walker. 

Ray says the Over There Theater 
League was organized April 23, 1918, 
at the Palace Theater in New York 
City. E. F. Albee, head of the Keith 
vaudeville circuit, was host. Albee 
named George M. Cohan as chairman. 
As a result of the meeting more than 
700 entertainers volunteered for over- 
seas service. A good many performers 
were already in France, but a much 
larger number was needed. Elsie 
Janis, who went to France in March, 
1918, to appear in a Paris theater, 
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had her contract cancelled, so she 
volunteered to sing for the soldiers 
under YMCA auspices. Because of 
her work among the servicemen, Miss 
Janis was called “The Sweetheart of 
the A.E.F.” More than 20 years after 
the war ended, the “Sweetheart” was 
making the rounds of veterans’ hos- 
pitals, telling jokes and singing songs 
the men had liked. Her overseas piano 
accompanist was William Januaschek, 
who went across in December, 1917, 
before the Over There Theater 
League was formed. 

Ray Walker recalls that Winthrop 
Ames and E. H. Sothern went to 
France in January, 1918, at the sug- 
gestion of Mrs. August Belmont who 
was already there to study A.E.F. en- 
tertainment needs. They gave shows, 
watched shows, mingled among the 
men and conferred with General Per- 
shing at his headquarters in Chau- 
mont, as well as with YMCA heads in 
Paris. Returning to the United States 
they gave a dinner on April 6 at the 
Metropolitan Club. Among the guests 
were Albee, Daniel Frohman, and the 
chairman of the National ‘War Work 
Council, William Sloane. 

The next step was to organize the 
theatrical managers. A dinner at 
Sherry’s was attended by almost eve- 
ry prominent manager, Included were 
Cohan, Lee Shubert, Marc Klaw, Al- 
braham L. Erlanger, Frohman and 
Albee. On April 17, they sent out this 
proclamation to the entire theatrical 
profession: 


Mr. E. H. Sothern and Mr. Win- 
throp Ames have just returned home 
from a three months’ tour through the 
American camps in France. They re- 
port that entertainment, and particu- 
larly entertainment sent from “home,” 
is vital to the morale of our troops

there. They bring a message from Gen- 
eral Pershing emphasizing the need. 

The opportunity has come for our 
men and women of the stage to serve, 
in person, our soldiers abroad. This 
opportunity for service is so important 
that we feel it should be brought be- 
fore the American Theater as a whole. 
Will you attend a meeting at the 
Palace Theater on Tuesday morning, 
April 23, at 11 o’clock, to consider the 
situation? Mr. Sothern and Mr. Ames 
will describe the situation in France.. 
The need is urgent. We bespeak your 
presence. 


The appeal was signed by Albee; 
Cohan, as Abbot of the Friars; Rachel 
Crothers, president of Stage Woman’s 
War Relief; Walter Damrosch, pres- 
ident of the Musicians Club; Charles 
Dillingham; John Drew president of 
The Players; Daniel Frohman, pres- 
ident of the Actors’ Fund of Amer- 
ica; Joseph Grismer, shepherd of The 
Lambs; Mark Klaw of Klaw and Er- 
langer; Willard Mack, president of 
National Vaudeville Artists; Lee Shu- 
bert, president of Shubert Theatrical 
Company; A. Augustus Thomas, pres- 
ident of American Dramatists and 
Composers; and Francis Wilson, pres- 
ident of Actors Equity Association. 

The next step was the meeting at 
the Palace, with more than 2,000 
show business personalities attending. 
Cohan said: “General Pershing has 
called upon the actor to line up with 
the rest of the manhood and woman- 
hood of America and now is the time 
to send him his answer.” He read this 
telegram from President Woodrow 
Wilson: “I learn with greatest inter- 
est of the work you are undertaking 
in collaboration with Mr. E. H. Soth- 
ern and Mr. Winthrop Ames. It has 
my most cordial approval and I wish 
you the best possible success. It is 
a big undertaking, but I have no 
doubt you will accomplish it.” 

Ames explained the situation con- 
fronting actors in France. He said 
they were virtually in Army service 
and subject to Army discipline. Then 
he added: “I have no doubt that if 
any of your performances over there 
should be bad enough to warrant it, 
the officers in command might order 
you out and have you shot at dawn.” 


III. Over There! 

Officers of the Over There Theater 
League were set up at the Little 
Theater, where they remained nine 
months. More than 1700 performers 
immediately volunteered for service 
and over 15,000 did later. A hall on 
Ellis Island was the try-out center. 
The first volunteers under the League 
program sailed July 31, 1918; the 
last, May 15, 1919. The League ceased 
its activities the following July 15, 
but some performers including Ray 
Walker remained overseas until all 
AEF entertainment ended. 

Margaret Woodrow Wilson, daugh- 
ter of the President went to France 
October 28, 1918, after spending the 
summer entertaining at camps and ar- 
my centers at home. She was over- 
seas seven months and sang at prac- 
tically every center the American ar- 
my was occupying. Her accompanist 
was the composer-poet, Mrs. Ross Da- 
vid, whose husband also sang. Many 
record collectors have Miss Wilson’s 
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Columbia record of “The Star-Span- 
gled Banner.” 

Will H. Cressy and Blanche Dayne, 
well remembered from tne stage clas- 
sic, “The Old Homestead,” were in 
the first company to arrive in France 
after the Over There Theater League 
was formed. Others were George Aus- 
tin Moore; Howard T. Collins (mnu- 
sical director of Victor Herbert’s “The 
Only Girl”), and Helene Davis. Lat- 
er, Stella Hoban joined the troupe. 
Their initial performance was given 
in London at the Eagle Hut and was 
the first presented abroad by a League 
unit. Like many others, Cressy was 
gassed before the war ended, but 
didn’t realize it until he cut himself 
with an axe almost a year later. Then 
the latent gas poisoning brought on 


an infection.

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IV. The Margaret Mayo Troupe 


The Margaret Mayo Troupe was 
among the next to go. Miss Mayo, a 
noted playwright took cver the “Mayo 
Shock Unit,” consisting of the come- 
dienne, Elizabeth Brice, former sing- 
ing partner of the late Charles King, 
with whom she made Victor and Co- 
lumbia records; film star Lois Mere- 
dith, who joined the company from 
the Aleazar Theater, San Francisco; 
Playwright Will Morrissey, who was 
afterwards briefly married to Miss 
Brice; and two song writers—the late 
Thomas J. Gray and our friend, Ray 
Walker. Ray was aiso a member of a 
later group, the “Gloom Chasers,” 
which included Eddie Fredericks, 
Olive Palmer and Ida Van Tine. 


Miss Mayo wrote a book, “Troup- 
ing for the Troops,” recalling some 
of the amusing, tragic and terrify- 
ing experiences of her group. On one 
occasion the troupe was sent to with- 
in three miles of the firing line, into 
woods that had been under German 
occupation for four years. They were 
to play chiefly to a company of engi- 
neers who had not seen a woman in 
18 months. The service men were sit- 
ting on the wet ground, on logs, 
around a stage they had built and 
equipped from German loot. She 
writes: 


It was screened from above by a 
thick canopy of leaves and boughs so 
as to escape detection by the enemy 
planes. Four small German machine 
guns, also salvaged, served as chairs 
for us. There was even a piano sal- 
vaged from a nearby dugout that had 
been occupied for four years by Ger- 
man officers. We inspected the dugout 


later and found it was cement lined, 
calcimined and wired for electricity. 
The piano which had been originally 


captured by the Boche was now to be 
played by an American musician, Ray 
Walker. At intervals through it all 
came the steady boom of the big guns, 
slaughtering while he played. 


In similar vein, Walker recalls that 
at another time when a show was 
being given the whole division was or- 
dered to the front lines. The troupe’s 
automobile went with them, and the 
performers had to walk to the near- 
est railway station and wait for a box 
car to take them “home”. “We ar- 
rived there,” he says, “five hours 
later, at midnight, hungry and freez- 
ing.” 


Walker’s list of members of the 
American Society of Authors, Com- 
posers and Publishers (ASCAP) wno 
went with the Over There Theater 
League includes, besides Gray, Morris- 
sey, Elsie Janis and Ray himself, 
George Botsford, Herman Paley and 
Dorothy Donnelly. Other song writers 
were George Spink, Henry Souvaine 
and Irene Franklin’s husband, Burt 
Green. Other piano players included 
Ed Porray, Harry Ferguson, Howard 
T. Collins, Harry Israei, Lucie Ban- 
cock, Diano Kasner, Helen Collay, 
Henry Marcus, Arthur Downing, Amy 
Horton and C. Allen Lewis. 


V. More Walker Recollections 


This seems a good place to pause 
and insert more of Ray Walker’s own 
personal recollections. They are fre- 
quently, but not always, amusing: 

Tom Gray was in the lowest class 
in the draft. He tried to enlist several 
times but had TB and was always 
turned down. Will Morrissey had only 
one eye and they wouldn’t take him, 


either. I was above the draft age, but 
tried to enlist. At Palham’s Bay they 


turned me down three times. The main 
reason we went over with the Y was 
that we thought we might get into the 


army that way. 
One night we were giving a show 
on a truck when the soldiers started 


hissing and called us slackers. For five 
minutes we couldn't talk until a Gen- 
eral made them keep quiet. We started 
the show and in about a minute Tommy 
and Will got them to laughing and we 
finished the show with the boys cheer- 
ing us. Next day we went to the Ad- 
jutant and told him we couldn’t stand 
it any more and wanted to enlist. He 
listened to us and when we got through 
he said: ‘‘You keep up doing the work 
you are doing. You are doing lots of 
good by making the boys happy and 
you would be of no use as soldiers. I 
heard the show last night and you are 
braver than I am. I would have quit 
when the boys began hissing.”’ 

In Bar-Le-Duc we were giving a 
show for French and American soldiers. 
When Elizabeth Brice finished her song 
the French soldiers began hissing and 
the Americans started applauding. It 
looked like a riot was starting and we 
got off the stage quick. At last the 
Mayor of the town got upon the stage 
and explained in French to the French 
soldiers that Americans applaud when 
they like anything. He explained in 
Fnglish to the Americans that the 
French hissed when they were pleased. 
Things were peaceful after that. 

Elizabeth sang a song I wrote for 
her in her act and in the wards of 
hospitals where she entertained. She 
would pick out the most bashful sol- 
dier and sing directly to him. At the 
end of the song she would kiss him 


and all the rest of the soldiers would 
laugh. 


The title of the song was “I'd 
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THE LATE ARTHUR FIELDS, riding a Hippodrome elephant down Broadway, on his 
way to present the First Signal Corps with an “Army and Navy” phonograph in 1917. 


GEOFFREY O'HARA, who taught the soldiers at Fort Oglethorpe to sing, autographs 
a record for Quentin Riggs in Oklahoma City. 
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Like to be a Sister to a Brother Just 
Like You.’’ We never publisned it. 

In one ward at the hospital in Chau- 
mont we were entertaining in a ward 
and she sang to a soldier who was ver) 
bashful. He pulled the covers over his 
head when sne pointed at him. All the 
other soldiers laughed. When she fin- 
ished the song she went to him, pulled 
the covers off his head and found him 


dead. He had died from nervousness 
While she was singing. She put the 
covers back over his face and never 
sang that song again. That was the 
end of the song and the kissing. 

was standing in the lobby of the 


Folies Bergere one day waiting for the 
doors to open, Four American soidiers 
and four English officers were waiting 
also. One of the English officers kept 
looking at the AEF insignia on the 
American sleeves. One of the English 
officers in an insolent tone asked one 
of his fellow officers what the AEF 
stood for. He kept repeating this about 
a dozen times. At last one of the Amer- 
ican soldiers got mad and told the 
<nglish officers, “AEF means ‘After 
England Failed.’ I got out of the lobby 
quick for I felt a fight was coming. 
A battle did start in a few minutes. 
They smashed the whole lobby and I 
stood outside watching. Everything 
was ruined. 

In Aix-Le-Bain 


there was a “leave 


area’’ where soldiers went for a rest. 
Two divisions were there—a few men 
at a time. They were the ‘Yankee’’ 


26th Division of New England—the Na- 
tional Guard, who were volunteers— 
and the drafted 81st Division called 
“The Wild Cats.’’ One morning one of 
the Wild Cats wrote on a board in 
front of the YMCA, “They call us the 
Wild Cats—81st Division.’’ One day one 
of the Yankee Division wrote under- 
neath the sign, ‘‘They didn’t call us— 
we volunteered.’’ A battle started on 
the street whenever a Yankee Division 
soldier and a Wild Cat soldier met. 


The Gloom Chasers, with whom I 
played after the Mayo Troupe dis- 
banded following the armistice, were 


stationed at Aix-Le-Bain for two 
weeks to give shows in the YMCA. 
One night after the show I was on my 
way back to the hotel when I passed 
a cafe where a lot of soldiers were 
singing inside. It was pretty cold, so 
I thought I would go in the cafe and 
have a hot rum. When I opened the 
door all the singing stopped. They 
thought I was a regular Y man. On 
my right sleeve there was a big YMCA. 
On my left sleeve it read ‘‘Entertain- 
ment,’’ but I sat on the end of the 
table and they saw only my right arm. 
I ordered a hot rum and drank it with 
every soldier as quiet as a mouse. 
When I finished the drink I ordered 
another. A few minutes later I ordered 
still another as it was very cold out- 
side and I was frozen stiff. After the 
third rum one soldier on my right 
asked if I was a YMCA _ secretary. 
When I told him I was (I didn’t men- 
tion the entertainment branch) the 
soldier asked why I was drinking. I 
explained then I was in the entertain- 
ment branch and ordered a round of 
drinks for all the soldiers in the place. 

I offered to show them the sights 
of the town if they would meet me the 
next morning. At 8 a. m., they were 
waiting for me outside my hotel. I 
took them up to Mt. Revard, and that 
afternoon I bought each of them an 
ice cream soda—a glass of seltzer with 
a dash of sirup. It cost me one dollar 
each. They were so tired at night they 
stopped going to the cafe. I was their 
guide all week until they left the area. 

After they left I was standing in the 
Y hut when I was told the secretary 
wanted to see me. I thought he wanted 
to bawl me out for drinking with the 
soldiers, but when I got the courage 
to see him he told me he had_ been 
watching the work I had been doing. 
He shook hands and said, “I want to 
congratulate you. We had been trying 
to get those soldiers into the Y and 
you were the only person who _ suc- 
ceeded!” T wonder if he knew the hot 
rums did it! 


VI. Other Recollections 
Besides contributing these reminis- 
censes, Ray Walker asked some of his 
“show biz” friends for their recollec- 
tions. One, Harry Ferguson, recalled 
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he and his wife, Ida May, went across 
as a team, at the suggestion of George 
M. Cohan, who himself wrote the 
greatest American song of World War 
I, “Over There.” The production was 
called “The Variety Show,” and Fer- 
guson says; ' 


I was the manager, emcee and ac- 
companist, besides doing our act which 
closed the show. The other people with 
our show were Fred Livingston and 
Winifred Williams. Some other acts 
that I remember off-hand are Cant- 
well and Walker, Mary Boland, Eliza- 
beth Brice, Perry and Wilbur, Cressy 
and yne, George Austin Moore, 
Hunting and Francis, Burr McIntosh, 
Elsie Janis, and the Victor recording 
~~ Horace Wright and Rene Diet- 
rich. 

It was tough going over there. No 
planes to take us anywhere. We had 
Ford jalopies assigned to us to hold 
five people—us, the driver and hand 
baggage. It was an experience we won’t 
forget but wouldn’t undertake again. 
We sailed on the Orduna in August, 
1918, and arrived back in the U.S. on 
the President Wilson in May, 1919. We 
were in Paris the day of the Armistice, 
and at 7 in the morning I helped 
decorate the statue of Joan of Arc 
opposite Red Cross headquarters. After 
Christmas, Ida May and I did 175 
songs in a hospital outside of Paris 
one afternoon. Now we are a couple 
of old-timers enjoying our reminis- 
cences. 


The former concert soprano and Co- 
lumbia recording artist, Amparito 
Farrar, who is now Mrs. Goodrich 
Smith of Fort Myers, Fla., recalls do- 
ing a “single act.” She too, went over 
in August and was in Paris when 
the Armistice was declared. “Those.” 
Miss Farrar says, “were rugged days 
for all of us. The modern troop enter- 
tainment is something we couldn’t vi- 
sion, but I think ours was helpful. 
I retired from the concert stage, mar- 
ried a doctor and now we are both 
retired and enjoying living in Flor- 
ida.” 

Herman Paley, who wYote such pop- 
ular songs as “Billy,” “Cheer Up, 
Mary,” “Keep On Smiling,’ and 
“Sweet Little Buttercup,” recalled 
that he left New York in a convoy 





NEW JAZZ BOOK 


The Collector’s JAZZ, Traditional and 
Swing, by John S. Wilson. Keystone 
Book, J. B. Lippincott Company, East 
Washington Square, Philadelphia, Pa.

Here is a book to “guide the neo- 
phyte,” offer “new paths for the col- 
lector,” and stimulate the “veteran 
collector.” It covers jazz styles before 
World War II. 

Part II gives the recordings (on 12 
inch long-playing disks), their maker 
and number, and the ton artist play- 
ing the lead in each. This should be 
very valuable to collectors. 

The first section, THE BACKGROUND, 
is a brief history of the development 
of jazz. What it was, who did it, what 
each jazz leader contributed, and 
where, are given. The explanation of 
“what jazz is” is worth anybody’s 
time. This is interesting, informative 
reading.

of 18 ships September 13, 1918, and 
arrived in Liverpool 13 days later. 
The figure 13 continued to trail him, 
for after entertaining in Liverpool 
and London, Paley sailed for France 
on November 138, two days after the 
Armistice. “Finally,” he said, “I was 
assigned to play for a show given 
by the boys themselves. We called it 
‘The Victory Players.’ I was musical 
director and pianist. There were 
about 25 to 40 in the outfit. We trav- 
eled all through France, Belgium, 
Germany and Holland in big army 
trucks. Ever since then, and I am 
now 75, that wanderlust possesses 
me, and will never be stilled.” 

After the Victory Players broke up 
and went back to the States, Paley re- 
mained abroad and entertained with 
units of individual artists. Ray Walk- 
er also stayed overseas until there 
was no more need for troop entertain- 
ment. He had planned to return home 
in April, 1919, but at the request of 
A. M. Beatty of the YMCA’s Enter- 
tainment Department, he remained 
until] the Theater League disbanded 
its activities. After he was back in 
Brooklyn, where he still lives. he re- 
ceived from Madison Cory, Regional 
Director of the Le Mans Region, a 
medal commemorating his services. 
This was accompanied by a letter 
which Ray treasures, saving: 

“T am happy that under such try- 
ing conditions you never faltered in 
giving to the Service all you pos- 
sessed but with a splendid concep- 
tion of duty, without any thought of 
professional standing or your own 
condition, met every call and request 
promptly and cheerfully.” 

That letter gave Ray Walker a 
warm glow back in 1919, and it still 
does, almost 40 years later. But our 
friend’s face takes on a wry expres- 
sion when he recalls what happened 
when he started back home on the 
U.S. America, after two years of en- 
tertaining the troops, with a trunk 
full of clothes and souvenirs. On the 
return triv he played for the men in 
the “sick bay” and other parts of the 
ship. But. “When I went for my 
trunk after landing in Hoboken,” he 
recalls .“I found it contained just one 
dirty shirt. The Navy took me over 
and the Navy sure ‘took me’ coming 
back!” 

Of the entertainers so intimately 
associated with Ray’s overseas experi- 
ences, Margaret Mayo, Thomas Gray 
and Will Morrissey are dead. He be- 
lieves Elizabeth Brice is still alive 
(she was operating a tea room. on 
47th Street, New York, in 1938), 
but isn’t sure what has become of 
Lois Meredith. Ray himself. though 
in poor health, a few months ago ob- 
served his 60th anniversary as a sone 
writer. During much of the time. since 
he returned from France, he has en- 
tertained in night clubs as a player 
of the piano and piano-accordion. I 
hope this glance backward into the 
exciting days of 40 years ago will 
please him and that he will soon re- 
cover his health and be able to go on 
giving pleasure to his huge number 
of friends and admirers.

Questions & Answers

Q: Is there any record of the ear- 
liest woman animal trainer? 

A: In 1840, an English circus called 
Hilton’s presented an animal] act pre- 
sided over by a Miss Hilton, the own- 
er’s daughter. It is presumed the ani- 
mals were lions because she was called 
the “Lion Queen.” However, anoth- 
er English performer, Miss Nellie 
Chapman became the most celebrated 
Lion Queen of that era. She trav- 
eled with Wombwell’s circus. Miss 
Chapman left this circus in 1849 to 
get married, and thus a new Lion 
Queen had to be found. That person 
was a young lady named Helen Bright 
who unfortunately, figured in the first 
death in a cage. She had a habit of 
flicking the animals on the face with 
her whip. One evening in 1850, a ti- 
ger, enraged, sprang upon her and 
bit her so severely on the head that 
she died shortly afterward. This in- 
cident put an end to the use of 
“Lion Queens” for many, many years. 
Mabel Stark was possibly the great- 
est of them all. She handled tigers 
in the same cage with a black pan- 
ther. Her body, as she was fond of 
remarking, “bore more scars than 
her tomeats have stripes. 


Q: Was there ever a clown act un- 
der the big top that did an imitation 
of Amos and Andy? 


A: There was, but I must confess 
that I haven’t many specific details 
concerning this act. I saw this act 
in person at the Sells-Floto Circus 
sometime in the early 1930’s. As I 
recall, the two clowns working this 
presentation were in black face and 
dressed as Amos and Andy of radio 
fame. They had a model T-Ford that 
was covered with humorous signs. 
The key point of the act was the ar- 
gument that took place between the 
two clowns. As they argued they were 
unaware that their “taxi” moved by 
itself on around the hippodrome track. 
Needless to say, audiences loved this 
fun-making. 


Q: What kind of costume does Lou 
Jacobs wear? 

A: Lou Jacobs is a_ white-face 
clown. He wears a small derby hat 
on tep of his high faise dome. He 
sports a huge red bulbous nose that 
is accented by an ear-to-ear grin. His 
most notable prop is the pint-sized 
automobile that amuses and yet puz- 
zles everyone. The puzzle stems from 
the way he stuffs his six-foot, 176 
pound frame into his little car.

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On Collecting Old Timepieces 


What is a clock collector? What 
sort of person is he? What makes 
him tick and how did he get that 
way? 

This subject holds a lot of interest 
for me and I have given a lot of 
thought to it. I do not believe that 
collectors of clocks and watches are 
born that way, any more than I be- 
lieve that someone else was born with 
a love for pattern glass, Chippendale 
furniture or buttons. This interest in 
and love of old things is, in my opin- 
ion, acquired and few people are im- 
mune to it, if properly exposed. 

From long observation, it would 
appear that most collectors of time- 
pieces follow a path that is surpris- 
ingly similar. My own experience is, 
I believe, typical. It would appear, 
therefore, that the development of a 
collector from the beginning stages 
to the time when he classes himself 
as an “Advanced Collector” is a proc- 
ess of evolution. 

Most collectors do and should start 
out by picking up inexpensive items. 
My own early purchases were usually 
things that I could pick up at auc- 
tion sales for fifty cents to a few 
dollars, True, these were not antiques. 
They did, however, serve a good pur- 
pose. With these first things I learned 
how a clock is made, how it works 
and even how to make limited re- 
pairs and restoration. As a beginner, 
I would never have dared to try to 
repair an expensive antique clock. 
From this very inauspicious begin- 
ning the love of«old timepieces was 
born. It led me to years of study, to 
the accumulation of a library and to 
the level of confidence that has re- 
sulted in the accumulation of an in- 
teresting collection, 

It seems to me that one needs to 
find or create a philosophy which will 
be an unfailing guide in building up 
a collection. Without such a guide, 
we may find ourselves running around 
in circles and costly mistakes may be 
made. 

What is an antique? This is a ques- 


tion that I have never found a satis-- 


factory answer to. To most people 
an antique is something old. How old? 
The United States Customs Depart- 
ment says that an article must be 
made prior to 1830 to be classified as 
an antique and admitted duty free. 
Can this be considered an infallible 
guide? I do not think so. 

The word “Antique” is, in my opin- 
ion, often grossly misused and is of 
little value to a collector. It is quite 
possible that an article may be 
“Rare” and even “Unique” and still 
not be an antique in the accepted 
sense of the word. I confess that I 


am unable to think of a better word, 
but I do reject the idea that the word 
“Antique” will serve to designate the 
only things that are worth collecting. 

Why do we collect old things? The 
mass production of most everything 
that we wear, eat and use today is a 
form of regimentation. Wherever we 
go we find that people are wearing the 
same clothes, eating the same food, 
using the same things. The individ- 
ualist rejects regimentation in any 
form and it is the individualist 
who looks into the past for things 
that are different and it is the 
individualist who becomes a collector, 
as we know him today. 

Age is too often taken as a syno- 
nym. of rarity. This is not necessarily 
so. The kitchen clock of 1870 is ap- 
proaching the century mark in age, 
but there is nothing rare about it. 
There are thousands of them still in 
existence today. A Waltham five-min- 
ute repeater watch is twenty years 
younger, but is very much sought 
after by collectors who will pay a 
good price for it. 

Some of the rarest and most ex- 
pensive clocks are not ‘“‘Antiques” in 
the generally accepted sense of the 
word. 

I have made up some definitions to 
suit my own particular needs. They 
have served me so well that I am 
going to pass them along: 

“Rare.” An item that is seldom 
seen. 

“UNIQUE.” One that is never, or 
almost never seen. 

“UNUSUAL.” An ordinary item that 
by reason of appearance, mechanical 
design or exceptional condition is dif- 
ferent from others of similar age and 
type. 
“ORDINARY.” An item that does not 
fit into the classification of “Rare,” 
“Unique” or “Unusual,” but is, never- 
theless, interesting as an example of 
a time period. 

There are aS many reasons for col- 
lecting timepieces as there are collec-

tors and things to collect. Only a few 
are: 

The products of a known maker 
such as Willard or Waltham. 

Clocks and/or watches made in a 
country, an area or a town. 

A certain type of clocks such as 
calendar clocks, ships clocks, musical 
clocks, etc., etc. 

A particular kind of watches such 
as repeaters, musical watches, cylin- 
der escapements, etc., etc. 

Then, of course, there are variety 
collections where one tries to have 
one or more of each of the types or 
classifications of clocks and watches. 
This to me, is the most interesting. 
Everyone to his taste, however. 

There is one thing that I would 
like to emphasize here and that is 
the value to a collector of belonging 
to an association. For us there is The 
National Association of Watch and 
Clock Collectors, Inc. This association 
is made up of some twenty-five hun- 
dred kindred souls in the United 
States and most of the civilized coun- 
tries of the world. The membership 
is inexpensive and the benefits to be 
derived are of great value: 


The exchange of information and 
experience is priceless. 

There is an opportunity to trade, 
buy or sell duplicate items. 

The association with people of 
similar interests is stimulating. 

A final thought is that collecting

old timepieces can be a good in- 
vestmen 

Items carefully selected and pur- 
chased at fair present prices will 
almost certainly increase in value 
as time passes. When I first started 
to collect, I could and did buy kitch- 
- clocks in quantities at fifty cents 

a piece. Today those same clocks 
= from $5.00 to $10.00 at auc- 
tion. 

Ordinary things of today may, in 
time, become “Wnusual,” “Rare” or 
even “Unique” in the long tomor- 
row. One of the certain things in 
this uncertain world is “Change.” 
I have done enough, perhaps too 

much, philosophizing and it might be 
well to try to bring out the practical 
side of what I have been trying to 


say. 
Illustration No. 1 is the pride of 
my collection as it stands today. This 
is an English Balloon Clock in ex- 
ceptionally fine condition. The case 
is of fine fruitwood with sharp line 
inlay and a beautiful feathery shell 
inlay under the dial. The brass plate 
on the base is worn smooth. There 
are only two hairline cracks in the 
veneering of the case. The dial is con- 
vex porcelain covered by convex glass 
in a hinged bezel. It has an eight- 
day brass movement with locking 
plate, striking the hours and half- 
hours. There are brass handles at the 
sides. The clock is seventeen inches 
high and twelve inches wide at the 
base. These clocks were popular in 
England during the period 1760 to 
1800. The early ones were more elab- 
orate, showing French influence; the 
later ones of beautifully proportioned 
simple lines. The one I have illus- 
trated should be dated about 1790. I

There would be a considerable tin- 
tinnabulation were Mrs. Oliver J. 
Pitches to ring all of her bells at 
once. She has one thousand plus! 

Now that she is a serious collector, 
Mrs. Pitches delights in recalling her 
first casual interest in bells. Knowing 
that one of her friends who was a 
collector would be going abroad, she 
spoke to her about bringing back a 
few bells .. . little dreaming that 
her friend would act on the request 
with such enthusiasm. 

One day, weeks later, the Pitches 
answered their doorbell to find a 
large box containing nearly one hun- 
dred bells. Even now, six or seven 
years later, they still remember their 
complete surprise. Perhaps the prize 
bell in this lot was an old Italian one 
the size of an orange, with the head

of a fox on each side. 

After receiving such an array, Mrs. 
Pitches needed no further encourage- 
ment to becoming a bell collector in 
earnest. She now has bells in every 
room of her apartment, the largest 
of them being a bell from a U.S. 
Navy ship. 

As she has never limited, herself to 
any certain types of bells, her collec- 
tion is varied as well as vast. Variety 
is especially noticeable among the 
great number of old animal bells hang- 
ing around the apartment walls. Doz- 
ens of straps and chains of these re- 
veal all manner of shapes, sizes and 
designs. One very old Swiss cowbell 
with a waterfall scene painted on it 
came as a gift from the Castle To- 
ronto. 

There are three rather sizable bells 
in the Pitches collection that draw 
visitors’ particular attention . .. one 
by virtue of its beauty; another by 
virtue of its curious construction; 


* and a third by virtue of its history. 


Of her most handsome bell Mrs. 
Pitches says, “I have a Siamese gong 
that is an authentic old piece and 
very beautiful, mountea between the 
horns of a sacred cow. I bought this 
piece on the coast of Oregon in the 
little town of DeLake. I have no his- 
tory on this gong, but obviously it 
was used in a temple either in Siam, 
Cambodia or Burma. 

Our readers who have seen pic- 
tures of the fine gong presented to 
President Eisenhower by the Govern- 
ment of Burma will recognize a close 


resemblance between it and the gong 
in Mrs. Pitches’ possession. Both have 
the same ornate brass work ornament- 
ing the supporting horns and the 
same beautiful chasing on the gong 
proper, although the gongs them- 
selves are not identical in shape. 

Since Mrs. Pitches includes drums 
along with gongs and rattles in her 
collection, it is fair to say that her 
Tibetan drum is perhaps her most 
curious item: An ancient two-faced 
drum covered with human skin, it is 
much the same in appearance as that 
pictured in The National Geographic, 
January 1950, page 13. Drums of this 
type are used by a Tibetan lama who, 
after calling on a trumpet, sometimes 
only a hollow thigh-bone, starts spin- 
ning and beating his drum. Often a 
bell is also used in conjunction with 
the drum beating, and Mrs. Pitches 
has an old Tibetan bell so used. 

Both drum and bell came to Mrs. 
Pitches quite by chance. While she 
and her husband were purchasing a 
ship’s bell, a lady entered the shop to 
ask whether the dealer would pur- 
chase a rare old Tibetan drum and 
bell that her husband had brought 
from Tibet. Mrs. Pitches was imme- 
diately drawn into the conversation, 
and eventually came into ownership 
of both Tibetan items. 

It is an Alaskan four-bell gong 
that has the unusually interesting bit 
of history. It was purchased in a 
shop where it had been acquired from 
a Man engaged in salvaging from an 
old whaling ship off the coast of Alas- 
ka. The reverberating tone of this 
gong makes it a favorite with Mrs. 
Pitches’ two grandsons. 

As for the owner of the collection, 
her special favorite is none of these 
more important looking bells. Being 
a sentimentalist, she cherishes most 
a pair of bells which she herself 
earved in the likeness of pictures 
— of her mother and father about 

Family as well as friends have con- 
tributed to Mrs. Pitches’ collection. 
Her husband, Dr. Pitches, has added 
a unique pair of bells that can never 
be duplicated. These are matched buf- 
falo horn bells given him by Buffato 
Bill when Dr. Pitches was a boy vis- 
iting Buffalo Bill’s Wild West Show. 
A daughter shares Mrs. Pitches’ fond- 
ness for figurine bells and is always 
seeking more for her mother’s con- 
stantly growing collection. It is she 
who found a quaint Early American 
spice bell. This is a type once used 
in the spice cabinets so that the slaves 
could be heard opening the cabinets.

entists. Many are drilled for string- 
ing. 

These teeth present a curious puz- 
zle, says Dr. T. Dale Stewart, Smith- 
sonian curator of physical anthropol- 
ogy. Most are single-rooted front 
teeth. None apparently were extract- 
ed during life. None are artificially 
pointed, a “beauty practice” common 
among some present-day Panama- 
nian Indians. Dr. Stewart believes 
the necklace custom involving human 
teeth was uncommon. 

Some of the natives in Herrera 
Province, Panama, he says, have a 
practice of chipping off the edge of 
teeth with hammers so that they come 
down to short points. This technique 
is quite different from the probably 
much more painful procedure of la- 
boriously filing front teeth. The lat- 
ter practice was quite common 
throughout Central America in pre- 
Columbian times. Sometimes extreme- 
ly elaborate patterns were filed. 

Dr. Stewart’s research to date leads 
him to believe that the chipping prac- 
tice, well known in Africa, was in- 
troduced among the Indians by es- 
caped slaves sometime in the 17th 
century, In the same way the practice 
spread among Indians in parts of 
South America.

Mechanical Electrical and

As we reach No. 69 in our numerical classification of 
mechanical banks our choice is a bank that has two very 
desirable features which appeal to the _ collector of 
mechanical banks. This bank, the Calamity Bank, has, 
for one feature, a popular sporting theme and for an- 
other an outstanding mechanical action which is rather 
spectacular. The sporting theme is, of course, football 
and the clever mechanical action has to do with the 
ball carrier. 


The Calamity Bank shown was obtained by the writer 
some years ago in Keene, N. H., and it is in fine 
all around condition. The bank was designed by James 
H. Bowen of Philadelphia, Pa., and patented by him 
August 29, 1905. It was manufactured by the J. & E. 
Stevens Company of Cromwell, Conn. The patent papers 
covering this bank are worthy of mention since they are 
of considerable interest. For one thing two sheets of draw- 
ings were necessary to cover the gear operating mech- 
anism, the figure positions, and the spring arrange- 
ment. The written material outlining the patent covers 
over two full sheets and considerable detail is given so 
that realistic action of the figures is assured. It is of 
further interest to note that the bank as manufactured 
follows the patent outline practically to the letter. Mr. 
Bowen, while not as prolific as Charles F. Bailey, was 
most certainly one of the outstanding mechanical bank 
designers. He designed and patented the Girl Skipping 
Rope, and this is one of the finest of the mechanical 
banks. As a matter of fact the Girl Skipping Rope is 
about the most mechanical of all the mechanical banks 
and at the top in action and desirability. He also 
designed the very early and popular Creedmore Bank in 
1877. This was the first of the shooting banks consisting 
of a figure shooting a gun at a tree. Ona section of the 
base of this bank there appears the wording “Bowen 
Series” and apparently he had intended to continue with 
a series of different banks. None of his other known 
banks, however, have this wording on them. In any 
event, James Bowen certainly deserves recognition for 
the fine mechanical banks he so skilfully designed. 


The Calamity Bank is painted in attractive colors. All 
three players have tan uniforms and hats. The two 
tacklers have red sleeves, red collars, and red _ socks. 
The ball carrier has blue sleeves, collar, and socks. The 
top part of the base is green with considerable outlining 
and decoration in gold. The words “A Calamity” is also 
in gold. The front section of the base which holds the 
coins has red sides outlined in gold.. 


To operate the bank the players are first placed in the 
position shown in the picture. A coin is then set in the 
provided coin slot where it remains until the action 
of the bank occurs. Upon pressing the operating lever 
the figures spring into action, each tackler swings around 
and in on the ball carrier. In turn the ball carrier moves 
back and tilts forward and all three figures come to- 
gether so that their heads touch. Thus the ball carrier 
has been stopped in his tracks by the thorough tackling 
job of the two tacklers. As the action takes place the 
coin automatically drops into the base container of the 
bank. The figures are reset for action by moving the 
two tacklers into their outside positions. The ball carrier 
automatically assumes the position as shown in the

picture. The figures are motivated by means of a very 
clever gear arrangement activated by brass springs under 
tension. 


The Calamity Bank with its desirable football sporting 
theme plus the attractive action make it an exceptionally 
good addition to any collection of mechanical banks.

have heard of only one other clock 
like this in recent years. That one 
was in a New York Antique Shop and 
was, according to my informant, in 
deplorable condition. The price tag, 
however, was close to $500.00. Mine is 
nearly perfect as to condition and 
that makes me very happy. 

The English Balloon Clock will, un- 
questionably, qualify as “Rare” in the 
definitions I have set up earlier. In 
time. it may approach the “Unique.” 
Incidentally, the only thing lacking in 
this clock is a maker’s name. It was, 
probably, on the brass plate in front, 
but that is worn completely smooth. 
Initials are stamped on the back plate 
of the movement, the last letter being 
“S”. There were many Smiths as 
clockmakers in London and _ several 
of them were known to have made 
Balloon clocks. Undoubtedly. one of 
the Smith boys made this clock and 
I like it very much even without a 
positive identification of the maker.

‘Midwest, Kentucky, and Virginia, took 
part. A new feature scheduled this 
year was the Colonial Williamsburg 
Militia from. Williamsburg, Va. It is 
made up of the costumed craftsmen 
and is typical of the loca] militia in 
the 13 American colonies prior to 
the Revolution. The group composed 
of 20 men demonstrated 18th Century 
close order drill and British devised 
military formations for firing mus- 
kets and pistols. 


A major exhibit of Vincent Van 
Gogh art may be seen at The M.H. 
de Young Memorial Museum, San 
Francisco, through November 30. In- 
cluded in the exhibit are 84 paintings 
and 71 drawings and watercolors. 
Many of the works are beine shown 
in America for the first time. Many 
of the works come from the collec- 
tion of Vincent W. Van Gogh, the 
artist’s nephew and are lent through 
the Vincent Van Gogh Foundation. 
Other important paintings are lent by 
the Stedelijk Museum, Amsterdam, 
and the Rijksmuseum, Kroeller-Muel- 
ler, Otterlo. 





WADSWORTH ATHENEUM 
EXPANDS ITS COLLECTIONS 


The Wadsworth Atheneum, Hart- 
ford, Conn., recently announced the 
purchase of a major painting by the 
distingiushed American artist, Ben 
Shahn. 


At the same time, the museum 
reported acquisition, through a gift, 
of an outstanding water color by 
Charles Demuth, considered one of 
the country’s top painters in that 
medium. 


Shahn’s “Supermarket” is the third 
of the artist’s works to enter the 
Atheneum’s collection. It is a large, 
semi-abstract arrangement in water- 
color of market carts laden with 
gaily colored goods. 


Shahn’s “Ave,” also owned by the 
museum,-is currently on loan to the 
Brussels World Fair. 


Demuth’s “Jonquils” has been giv- 
en to the Atheneum by George J. 
Dyer of Norfolk. It belongs to a 
group of flower studies started by 
the artist around 1915. These water- 
colors, markedly different from De- 
muth’s semi-cubist, architectural 
paintings, have been widely sought 
after by both museums and private 
collectors. 


Two other recent purchases by the 
Atheneum are “In Shore, Outer Sand 
Island” by the young American 
painter, William Kienbusch; and a 
large bronze entitled “Kneeling Wo- 
man Looking Up” by the U.S. sculp- 
tress, Doris Caesar. 


New gifts reported by the museum 
include: “Souvenir of Corot,” an oil 
by the late Willi Baumeister, given 
by Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Jaretzki of 
New York; a gouache by Rufino 
Tamayo and an oil by Kenzo Okada, 
gifts of Henry Schnakenberg of 
Newtown; and two paintings by 
Marcello Bocecacci, given by a New 
York collector.

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Dolls in National Limelight 


Collectors of dolls may be surprised 
to know that Uncle Sam is working 
for them. He has an appreciation of 
the part dolls play in the history of 
a people and is eager to cooperate 
with collectors in the preservation of 
these interesting toys which tell of 
the costumes and customs of the past. 

At the National Gallery of Art in 
Washington, D. C., in the department 
called The Index of American Design 
are hundreds of water color render- 
ings of old dolls and costumes, repro- 
ductions done by competent artists 
employed by the Federal Art Project 
during the dark depression days of 
the 1930’s. The copies were made of 
objects from collections all over the 
United States and are available in the 
form of 2” x 2” color la:tern slides to 
individuals for lecture and study pur- 
poses. To avail yourself of this serv- 
ice, write to the Index of American 
Design, National Gallery of Art, 
Washington 25, D. C. Kindly state in 
your letter name of study group (or 
lecture audience), the date of your 
lecture, and the date on which you 
propose to return the slides. There 
are no fees; lecture notes are sup- 
plied. 

The water color renderings of some 
of the dolls are reproduced here in 
black and white. These are the so- 
called milliners’ models, a misnomer, 
for they were meant ~to be used as 
toys in the first half of the nineteenth 
century. The writer has come across 
many old paintings of the 1830 pe- 
riod showing one of these dolls in 
the hands of a little girl. It is pos- 
sible that occasionally a dressmaker 
used one of the dolls as a model, 
just as for generations large play 
dolls have been used for this purpose. 
However, most of the milliners’ mod- 
els—so called—were too small. Many

of them were sold dressed in net or 
inexpensive lace with pantalettes of 
the same. It is surprising how many 
of them still are found in this type 
of original dress, sometimes with a 
tight bodice of thin velvet. The writ- 
er had one such, the velvet so worn 
that the nap was scarcely visible. 
Picture No. 1, shows the type of 
body, although this one is not in 
as good condition as some. The body 
is kid, arms and legs of wood, and 
the head papier mache. This one is 
thirteen and three-quarter inches high, 
is said to date back to 1825, The 
painting is by Chichester, and at the 
time of the painting was owned by 
The Anteekery, Detroit, Michigan. 

No. 2, a doll named Hepzabah, In 
honor of the original owner, is said 
to be dated 1814, but the hairdo would 
indicate that it might be in the late 
1820’s or 1830. It was given to Mrs. 
Hepzabah Harris, now in her nine- 
ties, by the aunt of Mrs. Harris, 
present owner, Mrs. Donald Boude- 
man of Kalamazoo, Mich. The water 
color rendering is by Eugene Croe. 

The foreshortened body ~rould seem 
to indicate that the original store- 
made body had been replaced by a 
more amateur hand-made one, or cut 
down. The dress is of glazed cotton 
material trimmed with machine-made 
lace, and is original. 

The coiffure of the doll makes it 
especially interesting. It was the 
height of fashion for evening wear 
in the late 1820’s and early 1830's. 
At the beginning of the nineteenth 
century short hair prevailed, simpli- 
city the key-note in all matters of 
dress, the influence of the French Rev- 
olution. Hepzabah is ten inches high. 

No. 8, a seven and one-half inch 
doll given the name Martha, was 
brought from Vermont to Kalamazoo, 
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Mich., by Nancy Reynolds, whose 
grandmother was the origina] owner. 
It evidently is of the period of Mrs. 
Bloomer, who invented the costume 
named in her honor close to the mid- 
dle of the nineteenth century. Since 
the clothes are original, it makes it 
easy to date the doll. It has cotton 
underwear, dress of dotted cotton, ana 
a linen shirt. The water-color render- 
ing is by Rex F. Bush. 

No. 4, twelve inches high is one 
of the loveliest of these so-called mil- 
liners’ models. This also belongs to 
Mrs. Boudeman, Mrs. Ross Howard 
of the State of Maine, the original 
owner. The period is about 1834. The 
costume is simple and beautifully 
made, the hairdo most interesting. 
Since the hairdo on this type of 
doll is of self material, it makes it 
easier to date. The proportions are 
just about perfect, much more so 
than the dolls of about 1900, when

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small hands and feet were considered 
more desirable.

Occasionally one finds a “milliners’ 
model” with a cloth body, such as 
No. 5 possesses, a fourteen-and-a- 
half inch model. The doll is dated 
1850, the original owner Georgiana 
Harris Nye. It is now the property 
of the Wenham Memorial Society, 
Claflin - Richards House, Wenham, 
Mass. Jane Iverson made the paint- 
ing. 

No. 6, a doll named Drucilla, prob- 
ably was meant to represent a half- 
grown girl; hence the wider waist- 
line, younger proportions, thicker 
neck and short sausage ringlets. Note 
the difference in proportions between 
this and No. 1. It has been described 
as an early nineteenth century doll, 
but mid-nineteenth century would be 
more accurate. The original own- 
er was an ancestor of Drucilla Drake 
of Vermont, the present owner, Mrs. 
Donald Boudeman. This eight-inch 
doll was painted by Rex Bush.

sight 33 years before the war began! 

Determined that sectional friction 
could be avoided if, as Washington 
advocated, the nation was bound to- 
gether in unity, the widow Hale, as 
a free lance writer, began her long, 
arduous campaign for a uniform day 
of national Thanksgiving. In her ear- 
ly novel, Northwood: A Tale of New 
England, which in 1827, won a Bos- 
ton newspaper award, Mrs. Hale de- 
voted an entire chapter to Thanks- 
giving with the dinner “set forth in 
the parlor, which being the best room 
and ornamented with the best furni- 
ture, was seldom used except on im- 
portant occasions... .” 

The next year, the campaign be- 
came more forceful when Mrs. Hale 
was appointed editor of The “adies’ 
Magazine at Boston, and so, became 
America’s first Lady Editor. By hand, 
she herself, annually wrote thousands 
of letters seeking the cooperation of 
the President, his cabinet, congress- 
men, the State Department, the gov- 
ernors of states and territories, pa- 
triotie and fraternal organizations 
and prominent Americans everywhere. 
And, he who failed tu answer the 
first letter, was sure to receive a 
second one. For, besides being an in- 
defatigable worker, the Lady Editor 
was an extremely methodical, busi- 
ness-like and efficient executive. 

Her extraordinary ability was noted 
by Louis A. Godey of Philadelphia, 
who in 1837, purchasing-The Ladies’ 
Magazine, merged it with his Lady’s 
Book and appointed Mrs. Hale edi- 
tor. Her move to Philadelphia great- 
ly strengthened the Thanksgiving 
campaign as Godey’s Lady’s Book 
had the largest number of subscribers 
of any American monthly, and the 
Thanksgiving editorials, began in her 
first magazine, now reached a far 
greater number of persons. 

During the next 22 years, the Lady 
Editor kept a tenacious hold on her 
golden thread as it slowly, gradually 
wound into a ball. Keeping pace with 
the ever thickening war clouds, in 
1859, Mrs. Hale intensified her cam- 
paign, devoutly believing a national- 
ized Thanksgiving could be highly :n- 
strumental in preventing, disunion. In 
an impressive editorial called, “Our 
Thanksgiving Union,” she concluded 
saying: 

“. , . God save the United States! 
He has saved, enlarged, blessed and 
prospered us beyond any people on 
the globe. . . . If every state would 
join in Union Thanksgiving on the 
24th of this month, would it not be a 
renewed pledge of love and loyalty 
to the Constitution of the United 
States which guarantees peace, pros- 
perity, progress and perpetuity to our 
great Republic?” 

This plea had notable results. That 


year, 1859, more thread was wound 
on the ball, as a Thanksgiving Fes- 
tival was held on the same day in 
30 of the 32 states, in the American 
consulates at Paris, Berlin and Swi- 
tzerlané, and on American ships sta- 
tioned in distant foreign waters. Also, 
American missionaries signified readi- 
ness to unite in the Festival if it 
became officially designated for na- 
tional observance. 

This progress made the final goal 
seem. near, but abruptly, it vanished 
as the world’s greatest fraticidal war 
began. Its unprecedented bloodshed, 
suffering, devastation and death toll 
spurred Mrs. Hale to greater effort. 
During the next two years, in her let- 
ters and magazine editorials she 
asked for a Thanksgiving with Peace, 
entreating Americans to “lay aside 
our enmities and strife . . . on this 
one day.” These pleas were in vain, 
being seen by eyes blurred by the 
smoke of roaring guns as the War 
reached proportions far beyond orig- 
inal expectations. 

Then in early July of 1863, the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg turned the tide for 
the Union Army. Its continued gains 
on the war front that summer point- 
ed to eventual victory, and Lincoln, 
ever the astute visionary, now was as 
deeply concerned with winning the 
Peace as the War. 

This, he realized, could be achieved 
only through national unity, the same 
rock bottom. foundation of Union ad- 
voeated by Washington in his first 
Thanksgiving Proclamation, and later, 
promoted persistently by the Lady Ed- 
itor, whose Thanksgiving letters had 
been reaching Lincoln ever since he 
hung his hat in the White House. 

Suddenly, startling events occurred 
on the Thanksgiving crusade’s front. 
Although it is not definitely known, 
it long has been believed that follow- 
ing the Battle of Gettysburg, Mrs. 
Hale had an interview with Lincoln 
at his office. This belief is based on 
the following peculiar, if not extra- 
ordinary, occurrences: 

When the subscribers of Godey’s 
Lady’s Book received the September 
issue, they were amazed to find it 
contained the Thanksgiving editorial, 
and which previously, had always 
been published in the November is- 
sue. Why was Mrs. Hale publishing 
her Thanksgiving editorial two 
months earlier than usual? 

The editorial itself prompted anoth- 
er question. For, in the 86 years of 
the crusade, it was the first time Mrs. 
Hale publicly proposed a Presidential 
Proclamation instead of her customa- 
ry suggestion of a general concur- 
rence of states! 

“What,” asked the Magazine’s read- 
ers, “was in the wind?” It was no 
secret that Godey’s was planned, 
“made-up,” and “put to bed” about 
two months before publication date; 
thus, the September issue had been 
completed, at the latest, by the end 
of July! The Lady Editor had her 
readers guessing. 

What transpired through corres- 
pondence or personal discussion be- 
tween Lineoln and Mrs. Hale was 
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never revealed by either one. In her 
usual suave way, the Lady Editor 
smilingly brushed off answers about 
the September editorial. Her staff 
quietly speculated over the situation, 
but only to become more baffled, when 
on October first, Mrs. Hale casually 
showed a note written September 29th 
by Secretary of State Seward saying 
her letter relative to a national 
Thanksgiving would receive “the con- 
sideration of the president.” 


This may have been, by mutual pre- 
arrangement, the President’s eryptic 
way of letting Mrs. Hale know the 
stage was set and ready, so to speak. 
For, two days later, on October 3rd, 
1863, President Lincoln issued the 
first Nationa] Thanksgiving Procla- 
mation since Washington. Today, cer- 
tain standard encyelopaedias and ref- 
erence works on American history 
give the year of the Proclamation as 
1864 instead of 1863; this is believea 
due to an early typographical error, 
that never being corrected, has con- 
tinued to be reprinted and copied. 


With his characteristic clear think- 
ing and calm strength of tone, Lin- 
coln composed a proclamation so rich 
and warm with the love of God ana 
man, it glows with poetic beauty and 
grace, yet is solemn and majestic, It 
began: 


“The year that is drawing towards 
its close has been filled with the bless- 
ings of fruitful fields and healthful 
skies. To those bounties, which are so 
constantly enjoyed that we are prone 
to forget the source from which they 
come, others have been added, which 
are of so extraordinary a nature that 
they cannot fail to penetrate and 
soften the heart which is habitually 
insensible to the ever watchful prov- 
idence of almighty God. 

“In the midst of a Civil War of un- 
equaled magnitude and severity, which 
has sometimes seemed to foreign 
states to invite and provoke their ag- 
gressions, peace has been preserved 
with all nations, order has been main- 
tained, the laws have been respected 
and obeyed, and harmony has pre- 
vailed everywhere excepc in the thea- 
tre of military conflict: while that 
theater has been greatly contracted 
by the advancing Armies and Navies 
of the Union. 

“Needful diversions of wealth and 
strength from the fields of peaceful 
industry to the national defense have 
not arrested the plow, the shuttle, or 
the ship; the ax has enlarged the bor- 
ders of our settlements, and the mines, 
as well as of iron and coal as of the 
precious metals, have yielded even 
more abundantly than heretofore. 

“Population has steadily increased 
notwithstanding the waste that has 
been made in the camp, the siege and 
the battlefield, and the country, re- 
joicing in the consciousness of aug- 
mented strength and vigor, is per- 
mitted to expect continuance of years 
with large increase of freedom. 

“No human counsel hath devised, 
nor hath any mortal hand worked

out these great things. They are the 
gracious gifts of the most high God, 
who while dealing with us in anger 
for our sins, hath nevertheless re- 
membered mercy. It has seemed to 
me fit and proper that they should be 
solemnly, reverently and gratefully 
acknowledged as with one heart and 
one voice by the whole American peo- 


e. 

“{ do, therefor, invite my fellow 
citizens in every part of the United 
States, and also those who are at 
sea and those who are sojourning in 
foreign lands, to set apart and observe 
the last Thursday of November next 
as a day of thanksgiving and praise 
to our beneficent Father who dwel- 
leth in the heavens. 

“And I recommend to them that, 
while offering up ascriptions justly 
due to him for such singular deliver- 
ances and blessings, they do also, 
with humble penitence for our na- 
tional perversities and disobedience, 
commend to his tender care all those 
who have become widows, orphans, 
mourners or sufferers in the lament- 
able civil strife in which we are un- 
avoidably engaged, and fervently im- 
plore the interposition of the almighty 
hand to heal the wounds of the na- 
tion and to restore it, as soon as may 
be consistent with the Divine pur- 
poses, to the full enjoyment of peace, 
harmony, tranquility and union.” 

Profound and poetical as a chapter 
in the St. James’ Bible, this Procla- 


mation was a solemn, eloquent vale- 
dictory to the golden thread Mrs. Hale 
tenaciously held to even when like a 
beacon flickering faintly, was ignored 
continuously by Lincoln’s ten prede- 
cessors in the White House. Lincoln’s 
acceptance of the beacon, made it glow 
brilliantly with the steady flame of 
triumph, and the glow has been main- 
tained by each succeeding president. 

More significantly, the original 
flame’s glow revealed, as nothing be- 
fore it, Lincoln’s profound faith and 
worshipful trust in God. Clearly, the 
Proclamation stressed Lincoln’s rev- 
erent and abiding trust in a benefi- 
cent and all-controlling God, who 
ever present in all nationa] and in- 
dividual life, was man’s sole judge, 
duly punishing or rewarding him as 
demonstrated by the War, while still 
providing certain blessings and mer- 
cies. 

In offering thanks for them, Lin- 
coln devoutly sought God’s guidance, 
spiritual strength and “interposition” 
to “heal the wounds of the nation. . 
restore it... to the full enjoyment 
of peace, harmony, tranquility and 
union,” all the things with which the 
nation was favored when the first na- 
tional Thanksgiving Proclamation was 
issued by the First President. 

Furthermore, time has intensified 
the significance of Lincoln’s Procla- 
mation, for in retrospect, it began the 
trilogy upon wich rests Lincoln’s lit-

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SILVER & OTHER METALS 
Tibetan Lamaist Bronzes 


Tibetan metal sculpture is a 
strange and curious, commanding 
and yet charming kind of art. 


Though in some ways repulsive and 
oppressive, this application of skill, 
unique in its development, is worthy 
of attention. Lamaist in concept, its 
characteristics stem from this re- 
ligion which is a northern form 
of Buddhism. Inseparable sciences, 
Lamaist art and Lamaist teachings 
must be regarded as aspects of the 
same thing. 

In studying an assemblage of Ti- 
betan bronze figures for the first 
time, one is moved by an almost in- 
describable sensation of something 
salient and soothing; yet forbidding 
and frightful. We are repelled by the 
hideous figures of some of the gods 
in their malevolent manifestations. 
However, these attributes of horror 
are exceeded in influence by the 
positive qualities and appeal which 
distinguish the images of the Bud- 
dhas and Bodhisattvas, with their 
smile of mercy, embodying the ever- 
lasting wisdom of the East—under- 
standing all, forgiving fully. 

The attribute Buddha “The En- 
lightened One” can be given to all 
beings who have reached a certain 
stage of enlightenment and perfec- 
tion. The Bodhisattvas are a group 
of “Creatures of Enlightenment” who 
have passed through all but one 


stage before becoming Buddhas.

nized. The two images of Amitayus 
Buddha shown here may serve to 
represent one small group, the Dhy- 
ani Buddhas (Buddhas of Medita- 
tion). These examples show also two 
types of metal casting. 

The Dhyani Buddhas comprise a 
group of five: one at each point of 
the compass with a fifth in the 
center. Each Buddha holds his hands 
in a positive position, has assigned 
to him a definite direction, a spe- 
cific color, throne and symbol. Ami- 
tabha, Ruler of the Western Para- 
dise, was a prevailing individually 
portrayed member of this group. Am- 
itayus, the Dhyani Buddha of Long 
Life, a particular form of Amitabha, 
has been represented in many ways. 
One can distinguish Amitayus from 
Amitabha by his five-petal crown. 
Small bronze images of Amitayus 
are frequently seen in_ traveling 
shrines and as amulets. (HOBBIES, 
May, 1958, page 48). 

From early times various metals 
were regarded as symbolic of differ- 
ent stars. In the making of images 
an almalgam of particular metals 
was selected to indicate the cosmic 
relation of the figure. In North 
India the alloy most prized and con- 
sidered the perfect metal for pro- 
ducing divine images was Astadhatu, 
an amalgam of eight metals: gold, 
silver, iron, tin, lead, mercury, cop- 
per and zinc. For the most part, 
however, the essential elements form- 
ing the metal sculptures of India 
and Greater India have not been 
established and, for lack of a more 
accurate term, these works are re- 
ferred to as Bronzes. 

Tibetan bronzes were commonly 
made according to the “lost wax” of 
cire perdue method. First, a model 
was carefully shaped in wax upon a 
core. This pattern was completely 
constructed in every detail of the 
figure that was to result; it was 
then covered with damp clay. The 
entire form was dried and _ baked, 
causing the clay to become hard and 
the wax to melt and flow through 
openings which had been provided in 
the clay walls. Molten metal was 
then poured into the mold, filling 
the space left by the melted wax. 
The outer form of clay was later 
broken away, leaving the cast bronze 
statuette. The section which remain- 
ed when the clay core was removed 
served to contain a diminutive docu- 
ment, a miniature prayer scroll or 
sacred stones of coral and turquoise. 
The compartment was finally closed 


with a metal plate which often bears 
an engraved decoration. Certain sym- 
bolic details of the metal plate de- 
sign indicate whether the bronze is 
Nepalese or Chinese. As the clay 
mold has to be destroyed in remov- 
ing the image, the entire process 
must be repeated when another fig- 
ure is made. By this method no two 
bronzes are ever identical. 


Permanent casting molds are some- 
times used for making bronze fig- 
ures. Because of certain marks left 
by the molds, images made by this 
method require skilled sturctural con- 
ditioning after they have been cast. 
Any carved ornamentation is also 
added later. Figure castings of this 
type have a tendency to stiffness 
and lack refinement. In general, 
these bronzes have little artistic 
merit though many figures are not 
without individual interest. 

Typical extant examples are the 
images of Amitayus, made in China 
by Nepalese craftsmen using per- 
manent casting molds. This Dhyani 
Buddha was one of the more popular 
figures in Peking during the Ch’ien 
Lung dynasty (1736-1795). The gilt- 
bronze image shown here, portray- 
ing Amitayus seated on a plinth 
throne, was made from a casting 
mold. It bears the Chinese inscrip- 
tion: “Reverently made in the year 
1770 of the Ch’ien Lung period.”

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Pictured also is a particularly fine 
gilt-bronze statue of Amitayus on a 
lotus throne. This figure contrasts 
the excellence of a “lost wax” cast- 
ing with the mediocrity of a casting 
made from a permanent mold. 

In comparison to the hollow cast- 
ings of North India images, the metal 
figures of South India, in accordance 
with a religious opinion, are solid. 
A hollow image of a divinity would, 
it was believed, represent an empty 
act of worship, an insincere, incom- 
plete offering. 

Nepalese influence on _ Tibetan 
metai art has been significant. It 
was artists from Nepal who taught 
the Tibetans and who often made 
objects for the Lamaist monasteries 
in Tibet and China. The craftsmen 
from these two northern countries 
were highly skilled, especially in 
their casting of bronze figures. The 
difficulty in distinguishing a Chinese 
Lamaist bronze from a Nepalese fig- 
ure is understandable. A preference 
for their special style influenced 
artists from Nepal to do commis- 
sioned work in China. This was to 
be a lasting inspiration to the art 
of these Lamaist centers.

own ideas. If he did, he was a near 


genius, because I have never seen 
anything that would approach it in 
any way. 

What is this clock? It certainly 


is not an antique in the -accepted 
sense. It cannot be described or 
fitted into any known category as to 
maker, type, class, age or design. In 
fact, it isn’t anything except the most 
unusual and the most utterly beau- 
tiful clock of its kind that I have 
ever seen. On any wall, in any sur- 
rounding, it will excite both admira- 
tion and conversation. How should 
this clock be classified? There is no 
other word than “Unusual”. 

I have used two extremes in illus- 
trating clocks in this article. In other 
articles, which I hope to write, 1 
will illustrate and describe other 
timepieces and try to classify them 
according to the definitions I have 
set up.

DUTCH MASTER DRAWINGS 
TOUR U. S. 


The Smithsonian Institution has 
made arrangements for a special loan 
exhibition of “DUTCH MASTER DRAW- 
INGS,” from Hieronymus Bosch to 
Vincent van Gogh. Organized in co- 
operation with the Netnerlands Gov- 
ernment, this exhibition will present 
the development of Dutch draftsman- 
ship from the fifteenth century to 
the early twentieth century through 
outstanding examples lent by more 
than twenty-five museums and private 
owners. 

The collection is the first of its 
kind ever to come to the United 
States. In fact, the subject has not 
been treated before with such com- 
pleteness and breadth, even in Hol- 
land. One-hundred-fifty rare and 
beautiful drawings by such masters 
as Hieronymus Bosch, Lucas van Ley- 
den, Hercules Seghers, Rembrandt, 
Saenredam, Ostade, Van de Velde, 
Mauve, Maris, and Vincent van Gogh 
among others, will be included in this 
unique survey. Prof. Dr. J. Q. van 
Regteren Altena, Director of the 
printroom, Rijksmuseum, Amsterdam, 
has selected the drawings from Dutch 
museums and private collections, and 
has also prepared the scholarly text 
of the illustrated catalogue which ac- 
companies the show. He wil] travel 
with the exhibition in the United 
States. 

His Excellency Dr. J. H. van Roi- 
jen, the Netherlands Ambassador, was 
scheduled to open the exhibition at 
the National Gallery of Art on Octo- 
ber 4, and with the Netherland-Amer- 
ica Foundation, sponsor it during its 
tour of five leading U.S. museums.

levard and Bellflower Rd., Cleveland, 
Ohio. Mr. Henry S. Francis, Curator. 

The exhibition is one in a series 
of major graphic shows originated by 
the Smithsonian Institution Travel- 
ing Exhibition Service. Also included 
were “French Drawings—Masterpiec- 
es from Five Centuries” (1952-1958) ; 
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Paintings, 
Sculpture 


“Goya Drawings” (1955); “German 
Drawings” (1955-1956); and others. 
Because of the extraordinary value 
of the drawings, each tour was by 
necessity limited to a few leading 
U.S. museums. 

An illustrated catalogue with in- 
troduction and text by Dr. van Reg- 
teren Altena and fifty-three illustra- 
tions will be published by the Smith- 
sonian Institution for the participat- 
ing’ museums. 


“QNCE UPON A CITY” 
As SHOWN IN PHOTOGRAPHS 


The variety of detail that creates 
the flavor of a city, too often un- 
recorded, was captured for New York 
at the turn of the century in the 
large output of photographs made by 
The Byron Company. In 1942 Percy 
C. Byron gave to the Museum of the 
City of New York some 10,000 of 
these prints and negatives and it is 
from this important collection, cov- 
ering over five decades, that the spe- 
cial exhibition “Once Upon a City” 
has been assembled. It honored Percy 
C. Byron on the occasion of his 80th 
birthday on September 21st, and its 
opening coincides with the publica- 
tion by The Macmillan Company of 
Once Upon a City—New York from 
1890 to 1910, with photographs by 
Byron, text by Grace M. Mayer, Cu- 
rator of Prints at the Museum, and 
foreword by Edward Steichen. Ap- 
proximately 175 photographs, selected 
from this book, have been put on 
view at the Museum, and the exhibit 
will continue through January 4. The 
exhibition is a documentary portrait 
of an era, a family album of New 
York City. 

Mr. Byron, at 80, is still a profes- 
sional photographer, the fourth gen- 
eration in the family firm established 
in England in 1844. In 1888 Joseph 
Byron, grandson of the founder, set 
up a studio in New York, which was 
known as The Byron Company. His 
son Percy dates the beginning of his 
career from the age of seven, when 
he was discovered developing pictures 
of ferns that he had taid on sensi- 
tized paper. Seven years later he sold 
his first news photograph—of Ulys- 
ses S. Grant’s temporary tomb—to the 
Sunday Editor of The World. Before 
the firm finally closed its doors in 
1942 it had won ten gold medals, 
diplomas from principal exhibitions 
in Europe and America, and first 
prize at the International Exposi- 
tions of 1931 and 1982. 


The Byron Company pioneered in 
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stage photography, and the exhibition 
at the Museum includes photographs 
of the famous Florodora Sextette and 
of such actresses as Sarah Bernhardt, 
Lillian Russell, Maude Adams and 
Ethel Barrymore — stars. when the 
player, not the play, were the thing. 
A little later they gave their spe- 
cia] attention to ships as well, and 
photographed the interiors of almost 
every important yacht and liner that 
entered New York’s harbor. At the 
cabled command of Kaiser Wilhelm 
they took a whole set of the Hohen- 
zollern, and other commissions inelud- 
ed exhaustive coverage of the Nor- 
mandie on her maiden voyage. 

But the energy and enthusiasm of 
the Byrons carried them far beyond 
their special interests, and their pho- 
tographs of people, places and events, 
of the underprivileged and overpriv- 
ileged, record accurate and amusing 
history for the New Yorker. Society 
in the opulent era before the Firsv 
World War is pictured, among many 
examples, in The Vanderbilt-Marlbo- 
rough Wedding, The James Hazen 
Hyde Ball, and The Horsehack Din- 
ner at Sherry’s; Society’s background 
in Mrs. Astor’s Ballroom and Art 
Gallery, Bridesmaids’ Dinner, The 
Tiffany House at 72nd Street and 
Madison Avenue, A Ladies’ Luncheon 
at Delmonico’s and The Havemeyer 
Coach at Claremont. Other views in- 
clude The 1907 Automobile Show at 
Madison Square Garden, a Fashion- 
able Sixth Avenue Store Decorated 
for Easter, Crowded Trolley Cars, a 
Gondola in Centra] Park, The inte- 
rior of an Office, a Bachelor’s Apart- 
ment, a Bathroom, Tenements, The

Stage Door at the Casino Theatre, a 
Soda Foutain, The Free Lunch in a 
Saloon, The Men’s Life Class at the 
Chase School of Art, Handball at 
Teachers College, and Emile Carton’s 
Balloon Ascension from Manhattan 
Field. 

Famous names are represented in

John A. Kouwenhoven has said, 
“The Byron photograpns are unsur- 
passed, technically and aesthetically, 
as pictoria] data on the period.” And 
Edward Steichen writes in his fore- 
word to Once Upon a City: “There 
is here also a valuable lesson for to- 
day’s photographers, for these prints 

. . have become a visual slice of 
Americana that without the Byrons 
would have been lost and without the 
Museum of the City of New York 
might so easily have been overlooked.” 

The exhibition has been arranged 
by Miss Grace M. Mayer, Curator of 
Prints, with the assistance of Miss 
Patricia Pulling. 

The Museum is open from 10 to 5, 
Tuesdays through Saturdays, and 
from 1 to 5, Sundays and holidays. 
Admission is free.

along just for the ride are five bal- 
loon enthusiasts, tucked in a little 
wicker basket that’s tied to this gas- 
filled carrier. 

For one of the passengers, a petite, 
brown-haired girl named Kate Orn- 
sen, it’s a much anticipated day. She’s 
making another flight with the Bal- 
loon Club of America from the Val- 
ley Forge Airport. She will be float- 
ing high over green and rolling coun- 
tryside, waving to the earthlings she 
sees below. 

On more mundane days, Miss Orn- 
sen works as chief technical librarian 
with Sun’s (Sun Oil Co.) Research 
and Development staff at Marcus 
Hook. But on summer weekends she’s 
off and flying with her friends in the 
Balloon Club. She describes the feel- 
ing of detachment that goes with bal- 
looning as a “really exhilarating ex- 
perience.” And besides, “engine fly- 
ing is noisy—this is so quiet.” 

It’s so quiet up there under that 
fabric sphere that, at 2,500 feet, “peo- 
ple can call to you from the ground 
and you hear every word,” Miss Orn- 
sen remarks. At other times, pilots of 
Piper Cubs have cut engines and 
gabbed with the balloonists while they 
glide side by side at one mile high. 

The balloon the Sun girl is riding 
this day holds 80,000 cubic feet of 
illuminating gas, which the club gets 
from a Philadelphia Gas Works line. 

In ballooning, the five-feet, four- 
and-a-half-inch researcher states, 
“vou depend entirely on the wind for 
speed and direction. All you can do 
is lower the balloon by letting some 
gas escape through a valve in the 
top of the bag, or go higher by toss- 
ing some sand ballast overboard. The 
balance between the gas and ballast 
is so delicate that a balloon will bound 
upward simply by dropping a hand- 
ful of sand.” 

Chemist-librarian Kate Ornsen 
came to take up this unusual sport— 
only a dozen or so Americans go bal- 
looning—after friends had joined the 
Balloon Club of America. She saw 
in such sky-larking en intriguing con- 
trast with the confining nature of 
library work. In 19538, Miss Ornsen 
became a balloonist and also a pilot 
for single engine aircraft. 

The club has 35 members but only 
five of them go aloft. They operate 
under safety rules set down by the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration. 
Founder of the club was Donald Pic- 
ecard, son of Dr. Jean Piccard whose 
balloon ascents into the stratosphere 
for cosmic ray data won him world 
fame in the 1930's. 

Miss Ornsen and her friends have 
experienced scme harrowing. as well 
as amusing situations, with their hob- 
by. Take the forced landing they made 
in Philadelphia. 

“We were up to 7,000 feet,” she 
relates. “There was no wind and we 
hung over one spot. After three hours 
of being stuck, we saw the sun had 
begun to go down; so had our bal- 
loon. You see, if the gas cools too 
fast. it loses its lifting power. We 
didn’t care to be dropped on some un- 
inviting spot such as a high tension 
wire.” 
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High above Valley Forge, Pa., bal- 
loonist Kate Ornsen drifts with breeze. 
Wind determines both speed and direc- 
tion. 





To keep from plummeting, Miss 
Ornsen recalls, they emptied sand- 
bags. “But actually, we were drop- 
ping faster than the sand.” 

“Somehow the balloon was wafted 
over a city park, and landed about 
7 P.M. The aeronauts were greeted 
by a discordant chorus of babbling 
people, barking dogs and wailing po- 
lice sirens, 

“Fortunately, the natives proved to 
be friendly, though startled,” she 
cracks. 

Another time, the club’s aluminum- 
painted, rubberized cloth sphere set- 
tled on a New Jersey farm, there to 
be welcomed by an irate farmer with 
a musket in hand. 

“It was like a repeat of Orson 
Welles’ Martian invasion,’ comments 
Miss Ornsen. “But he soon calmed 
down when he found out we were 
amateur balloonists who had lost their 
way.” 

On one occasion, a balloon belong- 
ing to the club (they uwn six) was 
hovering over another New Jersey 
farmhouse. A crowd of people poured 
from the house. They beckoned fu- 
riously for the balloonists to land. 
They did. A Russian wedding celebra- 
tion was in progress and the visi- 
tors from space were looked on as 
good omens. The aeronauts were of- 
fered roast pig, vodka and wine. 

Another of the club’s balloons is 
a familiar sight to millions of movie 
goers. It was lent to the late Mike 
Todd for “Around the World in 80 
Days,” and carried David Niven and 
Cantinflas from Paris to Spain on 
their Jules Vernian trip around the 
globe. 

“At least it appeared to do this,” 
Miss Ornsen mentions, ‘thanks to 
Mr. Todd’s cameramen, 

“Actually, the balloon never

OHIO BANK DISPLAYS 
ANTIQUE DRUG EQUIPMENT 


Many banks throughout the country 
are helping the cause of history by 
displaying collections of various types 
in their lobbies, corridors and win- 
dows. Old mechanical banks, signa- 
tures of the presidents of the United 
States, old moneys, are a few of the 
historical memorabilia shown in our 
banks. In keeping with this spirit, the 
Bellaire, Ohio, Farmers & Merchants 
Bank, recently displayed a few of the 
items from the collection of local 
druggists, Randall and Willard 
McKelvey, twins, who operate the 
drugstore, started by their father 52 
years ago. The McKelvey drugstore 





collection has been in tne making al- 
most that long. 

The collection includes stoneware, 
handmade and handcut glass, English, 
Italian and French apothecary jars, 
show globes, scales, pill rollers, many 
mortars and pestles, among other 
things. 

Outstanding in the McKelvey col- 
lection is one of the first soda foun- 
tains ever used. It looks like a res- 
taurant coffee urn, and is in excellent 
condition despite its estimated age of 
150 years. It is made of some kind of 
white metal resembling aluminum ex- 
cept for the color. 

The McKelveys have old issues of 
the American Drug Circular, a trade 
journal. One that dates from 1860, 
tells of the excitement following the 
discovery of oil in Pennsylvania. 


“EARLY NEW JERSEY 
FURNITURE” 


The Newark Museum’s recently 
completed state-wide survey of fur- 
niture makers working in New Jer- 
sey from 1695 to 1870 will result in 
a major exhibition of “Early New 
Jersey Furniture,” opening at the 
Museum on October 10 for a period 
of three months. The exhibition will 
include about 85 pieces of furniture, 
all hand made. 

In conducting the survey, the first 
ever to be made in the state, Miss 
Margaret White, Curator of Decora- 
tive Arts, has uncovered over the past 
two years the names of about 1,000 
chair and cabinetmakers who prac- 
ticed their craft from the 1690’s until

1870, by which time hand-made furni- 
ture was being replaced by factory 
products. An illustrated catalogue 
containing a biographical list of the 
names will be available when the ex- 
hibition opens. 

“Because of New Jersey’s position 
between the two important cultural 
centers of New York and Philadel- 
phia,” states Miss White, “it has al- 
ways been assumed that fine pieces 
of furniture owned in Colonial and 
post-Revolutionary homes were ac- 
quired outside the boundaries of New 
Jersey. It is true that some works by 
fashionable cabinetmakers, both in 
this country, and abroad, were im- 
ported. This was done at great ex- 
pense, however, for the imports were 
shipped by boat and then transported 
by ox cart over poor roads to their 
destination.” People of moderate 
means and Quakers with conservative 
tastes relied on local craftsmen for 
their furniture, a surprisingly large 
number of whom have come to light. 
A number of these craftsmen had 
more than one occupation—the neces- 
sary consequence of a comparatively 
new state of society. One, for instance, 
was an undertaker and surveyer as 
well as cabinetmaker. Needless to say, 
he made his own coffins. 

Included among the works to be ex- 
hibited are a number of chairs and 
tables, desks, sideboards, cupboards, 
dressers, buffets, and about six tall 
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clocks, Most of the furniture, possess- 
ing a homespun quality, is well made 
with good proportions. The predom- 
inating English influence is modified 
by adaptation to American living and 
taste. Some pieces compare favorably 
— the finest craftsmanship of the 
ay. 

About one-third of the pieces to be 
exhibited are signed. Where they have 
been handed down by generations of 
one family, the attribution has been 
accepted. Many of the works positive- 
ly identified show individual and 
marked characteristics, such as a 
Spanish foot with cuff or wrister, thus 
making other identifications possible. 

In many cases only the general 
area in which a craftsman worked is 
known, since the names of towns and 
boundaries of counties have changed 
considerably over the years. Most ear- 
ly New Jersey furniture making, un- 
covered by Miss White, seems to have 
centered in the areas of Monmouth, 
Cumberland, Salem, Bergen and Bur- 
lington Counties. Some craftsmen to 
be represented in the exhibition, how- 
ever, had definitely established ad- 
dresses in the following present-day 
cities and towns: Allentown, Fleming- 
ton, New Brunswick, West Long 
Branch, Bowentown, Freehold, New- 
ark, Cheesequake, Hamilton Square, 
Rahway, Crosswicks, Madison, Roads- 
town, Elizabeth, Middletown, Salem. 





AMERICA’S UNIQUE, SIGNIFICANT 
THANKSGIVING CHRONICLE

erary laurels. The secusud work fol- 
lowed seven weeks later, when Lin- 
coln attending the Gettysburg memo- 
rial dedication, was asked to make 
“a few appropriate remarks.” These 
“remarks,” spoken simply and elo- 
quently, are literature’s immortal 
“Gettysburg Address.” Then in March, 
1865, Lincoln gave to literature his 
third and last great work, when he 
delivered his famous “Second In- 
augural Address.” 

Since then, succeeding generations 
have analyzed and argued to deter- 
mine which of the three works is the 
greatest? The answer depends upon 
individual opinion, but one cannot 
help wondering if perhaps, the great- 
est still wastobe written, had not an 
assassin’s bullet stopped his pen? 

For, the three literary works show 
Lincoln’s eloquence grew as the occa- 
sion demanded, but asa man endowed 
with that rare combination of both 
genius and common sense, he never 
permitted his personal emotions to 
dominate at the expense of his fellow 
men. 

In thought, deed and word, Lincoln 
always maintained the essentially im- 
portant delicate balance that so easily 
may shatter when a man’s intense 
personal feelings cause a collision of 
the centrifugal and the centripetal 
forces of the mind, which results in 
a dramatic conflict of uncontrolled 
emotions—a situation that precipi- 
tated the Civil War. Thus, Lincoln 
resembled Coleridge’s “good great 


man” distinguished by “always” hav- 
ing the three treasures of “love, light 
and calm regular thoughts.” 

So, as Lincoln, in those dark, des- 
perate war days maintained a per- 
spective in recognizing substantial 
heartfelt reasons for piously and po- 
etically giving thanks to God, then, 

what might have been His expression 
of gratitude to the Almighty for end- 
ing the War, as undoubtedly, would 
have been the main theme in the 
Thanksgiving Proclamation of 1865, 
had he lived? 

Perhaps then, Lincoln’s eloquence 
would have revealed that, one of the 
most remarkable men and humanita- 
rians of any age, was a writer of 
even greater skill and scope and a 
prince among poets. And so, the 
Thanksgiving chronicle would have 
been enriched again; still, the chron- 
icle is so rich with the struggle ot 
those who loved God, country and man 
enough to put this holiday on tne 
calendar, that it would seem, they de- 
serve remembrance on November 27th.

Part III 


More on the Outward 
Appearance 


The outward aspects of the weights 
frequently were modified by cutting. 
While we apply the broad general 
term. “‘faceting” to such cutting, in 
point of fact, the cutting more fre- 
quently took forms which were not 
true facets. A true facet is a flat, 
plane surface such as cut on gem 
stones. Some of the cutting on paper- 
weights are true facets, notably the 
“windows” cut in some of the over- 
lays. But there were others, Perhaps 
the most common were “printies,” 
sometimes called “punties.” These 
are roughly round and depressed 
(concave). Fig. 10 illustrates a weight 
which has a printy cut on top and 
five around the sides. This was some- 
times varied by having relatively nar- 
row grooves or flutes cut between the 
printies. These grooves sometimes are 
referred to as “thumbprint” cutting. 
Personally, I believe these are too 
narrow to be so designated and I 
prefer the term “flute.” Fig. 11 illus- 
trates a weight with this combination 
of cutting. Clichy appears to have 
used this combination more frequent- 
ly than others. 

While this is part of a language 
lesson, you can see that the language 
isn’t always exact. Sometimes several 
words have the same meaning and 
sometimes the same thing has sev- 
eral words by which it is known. 
Since this is true of all language, it 
is rather comforting to find the pa- 
perweight jargon runs true to form. 

While on the subject of flutes, the 
cutting on some weights consisted of 
flutes only. Fig. 12 illustrates two 
Baccarat weights, one with normal 
sized vertical flutes and one with mas- 
sive vertica] flutes. I think it well to 
point out that these photographs are 
taken from angles best to illustrate 
the particular feature about which 
we are talking. This is not always 
the best angle from which to view 
the weight. 

Sometimes weights were cut all 
over. Fig. 13 illustrates two such 
weights. The one, a macedoine which 
has tentatively been attributed to 
Sandwich, has true facets all over. 
The other, a St. Louis cherry, has 
concave cuts all over. These are not 
true facets but because no one has 
come up with a better term, the 
weight is known as an all over fat- 
eted weight. 

I might digress here with respect 
to the first of these two weights. 
I said it had tentatively been attrib- 
uted to Sandwich. Now, this partic- 
ular design of weight (I speak now 
of the motif) was made both at Sand- 
wich and at the St. Louis factory. To 
date no one has found a clue which 
would permit identification by visual 
examination. If it is Sandwich it rep- 
resents the only example I know of 
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MorE ON THE OUTWARD APPEARANCE 
from this factory with this type of 
cutting. 

That, in itself, is not conclusive be- 
cause lots of experimenting went on. 
And one of the fascinations of col- 
lecting paperweights rests in the in- 
dividuality displayed by many 
weights. But that type of faceting 
was used at St. Louis. Hence, the 
question must be considered as not 
completely resolved. 

American makers showed much 
more originality in their cutting than 
they did in design. Shown in Fig. 14 
is a weight, the cutting in which ap- 
pears to be distinctively American. 
The top is cut in a four panel design 
—concave—and between the panels 
are tiny dart-like flutes. The sides 
are cut with printies of varying size. 
This form of cutting is similar to 
the Oriental weight mentioned in the 
August issue of HOBBIES as having 
been represented to me as a Gilli- 
land. Gilliland used this form. The 
weight in the illustration is an ex- 
cellent example of Gilliland work. 
There is some evidence that similar 
cutting was done at Cambridge. 

While on the subject of Gilliland 
and intricate cutting, consider the 
weight in Fig. 15. This is a Gilliland 
overlay, dark red over white, with 
cutting so intricate and exquisite that, 
contrary to the usual effect, one’s 
attention is attracted to the cutting 
rather than to the design. In fact, 
the design is fairly ordinary but the 
unusual cutting is such as to make 
such weights extremely attractive and 
desirable. Like the Barber roses, Gil- 
liland overlays are not often found 
in dealers’ hands. 

This brings us to a consideration of 
overlays. Usually they had a coat- 
ing of opaque white, commonly re- 
ferred to as Milk glass, and an outer 
coating of opaque colur—pink, red, 
turquoise, blue, etc. “Windows” were 
ground through the outer colors so 
that the design can be seen within. 
Fig. 16 illustrates the most common 
form. Some authorities claim they 
are not rare, but they do command a 
high price. 

Some overlays consist of a single 
translucent color such as green or 
red. Not too many of these were made 
so they are highly regarded among 
collectors. 

Highest on the overlay totem pole 
are the encased overlays. I’ve never 
seen a description of how they were

made, but apparently after the win- 
dows were ground in, the weights 
were again heated and an outer cas- 
ing of clear crystal applied. Fig. 17 
illustrates such a weight. They are 
quite rare and desirable. So far as 
I know, only the St. Louis factory 
made them.

NEWS 
FROM 
WASHINGTON 


In an unusual departure from nor- 
mal procedures, the Post Office De- 
partment has announced that collec- 
tors may send requests for first day 
covers for the 7¢ Air Mail Alaska 
Statehood commemorative stamp to 
the Postmaster, Juneau, Alaska, at 
any time, with the request that such 
eovers be held until the new commem- 
orative stamp is released. ‘The stamp 
will be of the 7¢ air mail denomina- 
tion, since most mail to Alaska and 
from there is sent via air mail. 

Postmaster Genera] Arthur E. Sum- 
merfield, in making this announce- 
ment, noted that it is the Depart- 
ment’s desire to give collectors as 
much advance notice as possible. In 
the case of the Alaska Statehood com- 
memorative, the date of issue is de- 
pendent upon actual admission, which 
is expected to be sometime during 
the coming December or January. 

Collectors should note that regular 
mail to Juneau is sent by boat from 
Seattle, Wash., leaving every Friday 
and arriving in Juneau the follow- 
ing Tuesday. Air mail service re- 
quires only 4% hours from Seattle, 
with flights scheduled Monday, Tues- 
day, Thursday and Saturday. 

Four items were removed from 
sale at the Philatelic Sales Agency 
as of the close of business Septem- 
ber 19, 1958. These were the 3-cent 
Booker T. Washington, Food and 
Drug, and Children’s commemora- 
a and the 2-cent Library Postal 
Card.

Additiona] first day sale figures 
have been received from postmasters 
responsible for first day releases July 
31 and August 1, of regular postage 
stamps and postal stationery items 
required by advanced postal rates. 

San Antonio, Tex., sold 110,280 
booklet panes of the 4-cent Lincoln 
regular postage stamp, with 119,769 
first day covers having been canceled. 
The disparity of panes sold and cov- 
ers canceled was due to the fact that 
a number of covers were franked with 
but one stamp by patrons servicing 
their own covers. Total sales July 31 
amounted to $46,317.60. 

At Dayton, Ohio, a total of 143,428 
7-cent embossed air mai] envelopes 
were sold and canceled July 31. 

A total of 207,954 first day ecards 
was canceled July 31, 1958, at Colo- 
rado Springs, Colo,. when the 5-cent 
air mail stamp was released. In all 
485,200 stamps were sold that day 
with a value of $24,260.00. 

Also on that day 136,768 6-cent 
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Reply-Paid postal cards were can- 
en “First Day of Issue,” at Boise, 
om 

These figures bring the total num- 
ber of first day cancellations to 
1,129,748 for July 31, with three ci- 
ties as yet unreported. To this total 
might be added the 180,610 3-cent 
Statue of Liberty postal cards can- 
celed August 1, 1958, at Philadel- 
phia, Pa. 

The Forest Service, U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, has released 
a four-page folder with an enlarged 
reproduction of the 4-cent Forest 
Conservation stamp which youngsters 
may color with crayons. The remain- 
ing pages describe and _ illustrate 
United States stamps of special in- 
terest to Smokey’s friends. 

Copies may be obtained by send- 
ing a stamped addressed envelope to 
the Forest Service, Department of 
Agriculture, Washington 25, D. C. 

First day covers of the 4-cent 
Forest Conservation stamp will be 
processed at the Tucson, Ariz. Post 
Office on Oct. 27. 

The Post Office Department has 
agreed to participate in six foreign 
stamp exhibitions, utilizing its new 
panels and especially prepared album 
pages. Eight frames have already 
been sent to Naples, Italy, for the 
exhibition in the Royal Palace there 
marking the hundredth anniversary 
of the stamps in the Kingdom of 
Naples. 

A special exhibit of philatelic ma- 
terial has been promised the sponsors 
of the Stamp Day exhibition to be 
held in the Graz-American House in 
Graz, Austria, in December of this 
vear. The United States Post Office 
Department exhibit will highlight the 
Printing in Colonial America and 
Journalism and Freedom of the Press 
commemorative stamps.

Another display will be sent to 
London in conjunction with the 1959 
“Stampex” or National Stamp Ex- 
hibition, which will be held at Cen- 
tral Hall, London, from March 13 
to 21. 

Twelve panels will be exhibited at 
“Interposta, 1959,’ which will be held 
from May 22 to 31, 1959, in Hamburg, 
West Germany. 

The Post Office Department has 
also agreed to participate in “Uni- 
pex,” Johannesburg International 
Philatelic Exhibition and the Inter- 
national Philatelic Exhibition to be 
held in London. Both of these major 
exhibits will be held in 1960.

Postmaster Genenal Arthur E, Sum- 
merfield has announced the proce- 
dure to be followed by collectors de- 
siring first day cancellations on the 
forthcoming 7-cent embossed airmail 
envelope which will be released No- 
vember 21, 1958, at New York, N. Y. 
This new envelope will be similar to 
the 7-cent “Jet” airmail stamp issued 
July 31, 1958, at Philadelphia, Pa. 

The small sized envelope (6% size) 
will be the only one released at New 
York, November 21. 

Collectors desiring first-day can- 
cellations may submit orders to the 
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Postmaster, New York 1, New York, 
plainly indicating full name and ad- 
dress, with a remittance to cover the 
cost, which will be 8-cents each. Ad- 
dressed gummed labels may be sub- 
mitted to be affixed to the envelopes, 
if desired. The outside envelope to 
the Postmaster should be endorsed 
“First-Day Covers 7¢ Air Mail En- 
velope.”

Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield has announced details 
for First Day sales for the three 
remaining United States postage 
stamps in the Lincoln Sesquicenten- 
nial commemorative series. 

On February 12, 1959, a 1e stamp 
will be placed on First Day sale at 
Frankfort, Ky., the capital of Lin- 
coln’s birth state. Arranged verti- 
cally, this stamp will feature the 
famous “beardless Lincoln” portrait 
by George Peter Alexander Healy, 
painted from life in 1860 in Spring- 
field, Ill., shortly after Lincoln’s elec- 
tion to the Presidency. It is expected 
this stamp will meet the needs of 
philatelists who will use it in com- 
bination with present stocks of 3c 
commemorative stamps to meet the 
new 4c First class letter rate. 

On February 27, 1959, a 3¢ Lincoln 
stamp will be placed on First Day 
sale in New York City, the site of 
Lincoln’s historically important 
speech delivered at the Cooper Union. 
The stamp will be arranged verti- 
cally and feature a sculptured head 
of Lincoln by Gutzon Borglum, done 
in marble in 1906 and now in the 
rotunda of the Capitol in Washing- 
ton. D. C. 

Since the use of commemorative 
stamps adds interest to any piece 
of mail it is expected this new 3c 
Lincoln commemorative postage 
stamp, as well as other 3c commem- 
orative postage stamps on sale in 
the nation’s post offices, will be 
widely used to meet the new 3c rate 
for post cards. 

On May 30, 1959, a 4e Lincoln 
stamp. arranged horizontally and 
featuring the statue in the Lincoln 
Memorial, done by Daniel Chester 
French, will be placed on First Day 
sale in Washington, D. C., on the 
anniversary of the completion of the 
Memorial, the most popular shrine 
in the United States. The quantity 
for each will be 120 million. 

The first stamp in the Lincoln Ses- 
quitennial series, featuring the Lin- 
coln, Douglas Debates, was issued at 
Freeport, Ill., on August 27, 1958. 
the 100th anniversary of the second 
in the series of the famous seven de- 
hates held during the campaign for 
the Senate a century ago in Illinois.

As we studied the debates in the 
Assembly of the United Nations we 
thought to ourselves, “This is where 
America came in.” 

There was a serious road block in 
the Middle East when America was 
discovered, and Western Europe was 
trying to reach the Orient by sail- 
ing West across the uncharted ocean 
when Columbus stumbled onto the 
new world (and thought he had 
reached some outlying island of Ci- 
pango). 

Geography has played some inter- 
esting tricks on the power map of 
the world since the days of Colum- 
bus. For three hundred years world 
power gravitated to the parts of the 
world that had tall trees to make 
strong masts and strong hulls for 
ships, and also had coal and iron 
connected by cheap water transpor- 
tation. Northwest Europe gradually 
took over leadership of the world 
while the coal and steel industries 
grew into their own dominating posi- 
tion of world power. New colonies 
in North America began to grow 
with clipper ships, and the local 
“forges” in Pennsylvania kept hard 
on the heels of iron works in Europe. 

One hundred years ago, when coal 
and iron were ready to take over 
power leadership‘ of the world, Am- 
erica was ready to go. A tremendous 
industry based on coal and steel de- 
veloped in one lifetime and put Am- 
erica high among the world powers. 

Forty years ago America was find- 
ing huge lakes of underground fuel 
that could be pumped up _ without 
the sweaty grubbing work of mining 
coal. Industry was quickly off like 
a jet to place the U.S.A. at the pin- 
nacle of world power. 

Where do we go from here? The 
three million square miles of Am- 


erica have been pretty well charted- 


by geologists without disclosing any 
probable new great lakes of oil. There 
is a bottom somewhere to the lakes 
of oil we are now pumping. Ameri- 
ean capital is going abroad to find 
more elsewhere. But that is not so 
near nor so certain as that in our 
own back yard. In the meantime 
America is operating practically on 
a petroleum economy. ere are 


we, if the fit should become tight? 
Perhaps it is time for some new 

Columbus to sail out across the un- 

charted sea of nuclear fission and 


fusion to try to find some way 
around that Middle East road block 
as Christopher did in his day. In 
the meantime America and Western 
Europe have been sitting in on a 
poker game with high stakes, which 
have been going in the corridors of 
the United Nations building. It is 
not merely baby’s shoes that are at 
stake in such games, but fuel to 
keep baby warm and run his factories 
for the next generation. 
—Oo— 

Canada may prove to be a splendid 
laboratory for perfecting the princi- 
ples of American foreign financing 
in all parts of the world. Our neigh- 
bors to the north do not pull their 
punches in discussion of the tremen- 
dous invasion of Canada by American 
private finance in the past decade. 
Canada wants finance to perfect her 
industry and develop her great na- 
tural resources. She does not want 
any outsiders to come in and tell 
Canada how to run her business. It 
has been some years since “Our Lady 
of the Snows” had the courage and 
stamina to tell Great Britain what 
not to do about Canadian govern- 
ments. That has been a help to Bri- 
tain since then. Present Canadian 
discussion of finance from the U.S.A. 
may be helpful to us in the future. 

In placing our finances abroad in 
many points throughout the world 
our private investors find it fre- 
quently easiest and most profitable 
to “play the game” according to lo- 
cal conditions. This too frequently 
involves meddling in local govern- 
ment to favor “friends” in that area. 

There is some evidence that the 
rising level of education around the 
world, and the gradual development 
of democratic control by all of the 
peovle, may help to simplify the code 
of international finance.

The Tin Lizzie and other cheap 
small cars of that vintage made up 
the force that discovered modern 
America and made its development 
possible. The Model T. introduced 
Americana to America. These were 
our thoughts recently as we watched 
a long parade of antique automobiles. 

The elaborate models with polish- 
ed brass, goggles and dusters fit for 
the Joneses to flaunt their affluence, 
were only the frosting for the cakes 
to come. 


Railway travel in the pre-Hank 
period was used by the general pub- 
lic for visiting relatives in distant 
places, or moving into essentially 
“foreign” territory. It was the sput- 
tering little machine with axles high 
over the ruts and mud that brought 
Americana as a whole face to face 
with each other. The small car was 
the final “melting pot” of America 
as it ventured ever farther and far- 
ther from home, gradually smooth- 
ing out the rugged trails and finally 
laying more and more modern road 
or pavement before it. 

Few indeed there are today who 
can recall any of the days of what 
we call the pioneers, but there are 
still many among us with a strange 
nostalgia for those early excursions 
far out along the trails marked on 
telephone poles, and the million de- 
tours into localities of strange sur- 
prises.

Can the masters 
of the Kremlin keep on riding the 
dragon in any direction they may 
wish, or will this ride finally wind 
up like that of the chap who went 
for a ride on a tiger? 

Russia may seem to be a very 
large and important country. But 
she is wedged in between unhappy 
satellites on the west and a half 
billion hungry mouths on the east. 
In old historic days, the desert be- 
tween European Russia and China 
was a great barrier. With rapid 
transportation that barrier dwindles. 
How long and how far can Ivan ride 

the dragon?

Addressed to Napoleonic Fans 


GEORGIA — I wonder if you can help 
shed a little light on something on which 
J have been doing extensive research? 

In June, in New York, I ran across a 
very interesting military figurine (10”, 
china) of a French army officer. The 
piece has “Germany” stamped on the 
bottom. It is a figure of Marechal Ney 
one of Napoleon’s famous marshals. It 
has Ney’s name on the base in front— 
and on the back his date of birth and 
death. On the bottom it has imprinted 
a brief biography of Ney. I was de- 
lighted to have this, and later, in a 
different shop, I ran across two more 
of this seeming set. ‘These two bore the 
names of ‘“‘Lepic’’ and ‘‘Lannes.’’ Later 
on, while on a motor trip through Vir- 
ginia, I was fortunate enough to dis- 
cover two more to match—none other 
than Napoleon himself and another gen- 
eral (or marshal?), this one ‘‘Bertrand.” 

Now the point is, I would like to know 
exactly how many of these figurines 
were in a complete set and what the 
names of the missing ones are. To fa- 
cilitate my. search for same, I’d like a 
history of when and where they were 
made also. Someone in New York told 
me they were ‘“Napoleon’s Marshals,’’ 
and he thought there were 12 of them. 
This sent me on a search of an out-of- 
print book, ‘‘The Marshals of Napoleon.”

The Ever Popular Penny 


As was the case with the earliest 
coin collectors, the collecting of cents 
is still leading in popularity. The ever 
popular “penny” still draws the larg- 
est crowd. Beginners seem to gravi- 
tate to that denomination, and ad- 
vanced collectors nearly always prize 
their cents before all other denomina- 
tions, constantly striving to better 
their condition. In the forty years I 
have been interested in coins, I have 
never once seen them decline in val- 
ue, through the Twenties, the depres- 
sion, World War II, and on up to 
today their values have steadily 
climbed. The rarer ones reaching val- 
ues which are astounding to old time 
collectors. 

It was not so long ago that 25c 
was a lot for an 1877 eent, even in 
fine condition, today a “fine” one, that 
is one that has slight wear but upon 
which one can easily read the word 
“Liberty” on the headdress, will re- 
tail up to $35. Proofs of that date 
used to sell for $1., today they sell 
for over two hundred! Take the case 
of that rarest of all small cents the 
1856 Flying Eagle. Years ago, I 
bought a proof, dulled, in a coin store 
for 50¢! Now they are almost $700. 
Yes, I can remember when Indian 
Heads were quoted as follows: 1877 
—25¢, the scarcer dates such as 1871, 
1872 and those in the ’60’s, were 10¢ 
each; others, prior to 1878—5¢ each, 
and the rest 2¢ each. 1909S brought 
25¢ then! It was considered high be- 
cause it was twenty-five times face! 

It was only a few years ago that 
one could buy quantity lots of Indian 
Heads at $3. per hundred, and find 
therein, many common dates, that 
could be classified as “fine,” with Lib- 
erty sharp on headdress. Today, even 
those of the most common dates, re- 
tail from 50¢, $1. and up. 

The ever popular 1909S VDB Lin- 
coln cent that has been tke leader in 
value of this series for manv years, 
has finally been passed by the rare 
1914D cent, the 1909S VDB retailing 
in uncireulated condition for around 
$70 while the 1914D is climbing to 
around $200. There are many other 
rare dates in Lincolns that are ris- 
ing so fast, that I would not be sur- 
prised to find them pass the 1909S 
VDB, too. The reason for this is the 
few available in this choice condition. 
Sleepers at present are some struck 
during the 1920’s which were so poor- 
ly coined as to have a blurred look, 
even if uncirculated. Hence sharp spe- 
cimens while already high should rise 
considerably. Investors are constantly

in search for rolls of these cents, par- 
ticularly the branch mints that were 
put away in unused condition. Occa- 
sionally rolls of them turn up; even 
the Philadelphia mint cents by the 
roll bring unbelievably high prices. 
Think of it, the 1931S eents, by the 
roll of fifty, brilliant uncirculated con- 
dition, are quoted at one thousand 
dollars (asking price)! Many others 
are valued near that figure and some 
above. But they must be absolutely 
brilliant and uncireulated with no 
blemishes, spots or defects of any 
kind. These may sound hard to find, 
but it is not impossible for some 
may have been put away carefully 
in 1931. 

Small cents are, without doubt, one 
of the most difficult series to keep 
in their original state. Their tendency 
is to tone down to a red color and 
thence to an iridescent brown. As is 
the case with the advanced large cent 
collector, I prefer both Indian Heads, 
and Lincoln cents that are a fine 
glossy rich brown. With this color 
they will stay as you yet them and 
they are very beautiful. But it seems 
small cent collectors prefer their un- 
circulated cents with the brilliant un- 
circulated color that they were first 
issued with. These are very difficult 
to secure and after having acquired 
them thusly, their tendency will be 
to tone down, and if there is any 
dampness where they are kept, they 
are subject to green or corrosion spots 
which ean definitely harm ithe coin 
beyond repair. This almost never cc- 
curs to cents that have mellowed to 
the rich brown I am in favor of. 

A lot of experimenting has been 
going on towards cleaning small cents, 
and at present there are prepara- 
tions on the market that will make 
a tarnished down. truly uncirculated 
Indian Head or Lincoln cent so near 
its original color of brilliancy, so that 
it is hard for the most expert dealer 
or collector to know the difference. 
The fact that these cents have been 
expertly cleaned does not seem to 
diminish the enthusiasm of the col- 
lector. In fact, I believe, more collec- 
tors would prefer them in brilliant, 
cleaned condition, than uncirculated 
rich brown. This however, is a mat- 
ter of personal choice. One should re- 
member, however, that those that have 
been cleaned can very easily tarnish 
down darker and quicker than an 
original brilliant uncirculated speci- 
men. I suppose that those that like 
them figure that if they do, they'll 
be getting them cleaned up again. 


Beware of forgeries! The rarer 
cents have gotten so high many un- 
scrupulous operators are altering 
commoner dates to the rarities. Those 
to watch out for particularly are the 
many fake 1909S VDBs going around, 
also the 1914D. On the former they 
take the common 1909 VDB and an 
“S” below ithe date. On the 1914S, 
I have seen them, altered from an 
1914S from an 1924D; and simply 
by adding a D below the date. The 
1931Ss are showing up quite often 
and the 1922 no D must be watched 
also. It seems strange but there has 
been very little attempt to alter or 
make forgeries of the rare Indian 
Heads. One must, however, watch for 
the many fake 1856 Flying Eagle 
cents around. These were made by 
altering an 1858 to look like an 1856. 
They are quite easily detected, how- 
ever, for in the altered date, the top 
loop of the six is too wide or the same 
approximate size as the lower loop, 
while on the original, tne lower loop 
is large while the upper loop or curve 
is much smaller. 

Collectors are constantly in search 
for varieties of small cents. Recently 
there has been recognized the 1869 
cent that was struck from dies that 
had been re-engraved from an 1868, 
known as the 1869 over 68. Then 
there are two varieties of the 1886 
cent. one with the last feather of the 
headdress pointing between the I and 
C of America, another variety with 
the last feather pointing between the 
C and A of America. 

No minor varieties of Lincoln cents 
other than those known as with and 
without VDB, 1922 no D have as yet 
been recognized. I can assure you. 
however, that there are thousands of 
minor varieties of this series. There 
are branch mints with their mint 
marks up close under the date, to 
the right or left of center, far down 
below the date there are others with 
many varieties of die breaks other 
than the “no D” of 1922. As is the 
case of the large cent, some day some 
enterprising cent collector will list all 
the Lincoln cent varieties and his 
name will go down in fame in the 
Numismatic Archives and be linked 
with the grand old specialists that 
detailed the large cents, Crosby, 
Doughty, Hays, Andrews, Gilbert and 
Elder all having helped to perfect 
that series which has today been con- 
solidated and improved by living spe- 
cialists.

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The Repair of 


Autographs do not always have 
the good fortune to remain as fresh 
and clean as the day they were writ- 
ten. The rich dark ink may fade 
through constant exposure to sun- 
light and the fresh rag paper may 
become encrusted with dirt and glue, 
worn at the folds through handling, 
torn at the corners, and generally 
unattractive. It does not follow that 
the autograph is undesirable, for it 
may have excellent contents, or it 
may have been written on an espe- 
cially important date or by a person 
whose correspondence is extremely 
rare. 


An autograph is sometimes in dis- 
repair because a previous owner 
treated it badly. This poor treatment 
may occasionally be traced to a per- 
son not ignorant in matters of care 
and preservation. Ironically, an im- 
portant collection which should have 
been in perfect condition came on the 
market with every document stained 
brown. It had been assembled by a 
family archivist about fifty years 
ago. He knew enough about auto- 
graphs to write a book on them, but 
he forgot one thing: the tendency 
of wood pulp paper to deteriorate. 
He placed his Revolutionary war pa- 
pers, written on fine white handmade 
paper, in an album made up of sheets 
of white wood pulp paper. Years 
later the wood pulp paper turned 
brown and brittle — and so did the 
once white and supple leaves of rag 
paper that the pulp paper encased. 


I have seen material, freshly re- 
paired with Scotch tape, come from 
another “autograph” dealer who 
should have known better. I have 


snatched a container of Scotch tape ~ 


from the hand of a French dealer 
as he was about to apply it to a 
beautiful American autograph. If 
such mistakes are made by people 
who should know better, it is not 
astonishing that many improper re- 
pairs are made to letters and docu- 
ments. 


The first rule in making a repair 
is definitely a negative one: never 
use any self-sealing adhesive on a 
letter or document. The clear tape 
looks innocuous enough, but then so 
does a little coral snake or a newly 
hatched fer-de-lance. In spite of its 


harmless appearance, clear tape is as

destructive as an acetylene torch. 
There is a chemical reaction, over a 
period of years, between the adhe- 
sives of the tape and the paper. The 
paper first yellows and darkens as 
though stained with oil. Later the 
writing seems to fuse into the tape. 
Finally, the taped area becomes brit- 
tle and the document can be broken 
easily on either side of the area. 


Wherever self-sealing tape is ap- 
plied, deterioration follows. A large 
scale example of such deterioration 
can be found in the records of one 
of our great New England states. 
The Works Project Administration 
approved the state’s request for aid 
to repair official documents. How 
was this accomplished? Students 
armed with self-sealing tape des- 
cended upon the archives. After 
about twenty-five years, the ravages 
of the harmless looking tape are all 
too evident! 


Although clear self-sealing tape is 
not recommended for repairs, a 
“Transparent Mending Tape” which 
must be moistened, preferably with 
distilled water, can be used. This is 
almost as convenient and usable as 
the self-sealing adhesives, but it will 
not cut a path of destruction through 
a repaired page. Mending tape is a 
satisfactory means of bringing to- 
ogg the torn sections of a docu- 
ment. 


To fill in a lost corner or to replace 
a section which has been torn off it 
is best to try to match the paper of 
the document as closely as possible. 
I have found it very helpful to have 
a repair kit in which I keep pieces 
of paper of different periods and of 
different textures and colors. Some 
of the fragments are “laid” rag pa- 
per; other, woodpulp paper. White and 
tan tissue paper are handy for emer- 
gency repair jobs. A few pages re- 
moved from the broken binding of an 
old ledger and some _ blank pages 
from an early Spanish correspon- 
dence have been almost chameleon - 
like in matching torn documents. 


And what kind of adhesive? The 
best is a paste of corn-starch and hot 
water, to which a little alum has been 
added. This should be freshly mixed 
for each use. However, it is aston- 
ishing difficult to get the right pro- 
portions, and if the collector doesn’t 


have the knack of “mixing his own,” 
he should have a jar of white library 
paste nearby. NEVER use glue. 
Autographs mounted in an album 
with glue become badly spotted at 
the glue-points. 


Remember that paper, especially 
tissue paper, stretches when wet and 
shrinks as it drys. Handle moistened 
repair strips carefully and press the 
repaired document at once in a heavy 
book. A pair of tweezers facilitates 
handling. 


While an amateur repairman can 
and should repair tears with paper 
and library paste, it is not recom- 
mended that he attempt to remove 
stains. He can remove superficial 
dirt with an art-gum eraser or a 
piece of white bread, carefully brush- 
ing away the residue with a soft 
paint brush. Stains are another mat- 
ter. If a stain must be removed, the 
document should be turned over to an 
expert. A letter of Robert Louis 
Stevenson expressing his enthusiasm 
for his correspondent’s new novel is 
not the proper place to experiment 
with bleaching agents. Chemical re- 
storations should be left to the pro- 
fessional. 


If a letter does not warrant pro- 
fessional care, its owner should try 
to remove the cause for the stain. 
Dampness causes foxing — brownish 
stains. Documents which have been 
foxed should be dried out by expo- 
sure to the air. On the other hand, 
documents that are becoming brittle 
through excessive heat or dryness 
should be “moisturized” by exposure 
on a humid day or by a steam bath 
if the weather does not oblige. The 
proper balance between dryness and 
dampness can be created artificially 
through air conditioning. Our great 
libraries have their precious docu- 
ments in areas where the tempera- 
ture and humidity can be regulated 
to the degree most salubrious for 
the document. 


In any type of document or letter 
repair, it is good to keep in mind 
that the best condition for an auto-

graph is its original condition. Auto- 
graphs on mounts almost cry out to 
be rescued from their imprisonment! 
One of the reasons that it is advis- 
able to remove autographs from their 
mounting is that they tend to dry out 
as the material on which they are 
mounted dries out. A few months 
ago I purchased a beautiful A. L. S. 
of John J. Audubon, mounted on 
cardboard with a first impression of 
the Marsh Tern print. The cardboard 
had dried to the point of extreme 
brittleness and in the process it had 
sapped the vitality of the strong pa- 
per on which the Marsh Tern had 
been printed. The white bird was 
beyond salvage. The letter, with a 
fine impression of Audubon’s wild 
turkey seal, was rescued as it had 
been tipped only lightly to the card- 
board. 


Not only are mounted autographs 
subject to damage from dryness, but 
they can be stained further by the 
action of adhesives. The simplest re- 
pair procedure is to soak the docu- 
ment in water. It is entirely safe 
to submerge letters of Revolutionary 
war date in water. The ink has bit- 
ten into the paper and it is there to 
stay. The paper is sturdy and if 
handled _ carefully — remembering 
that paper tears easily when it is 
wet — the letter will float from its 
mount as soon as the glue or paste 
dissolves. The excess water can be 
pressed out by placing the letter be- 
tween large white blotters or sheets 
of white paper. When almost dry, 
the letter can be inserted in a heavy 
book and remain there until comple- 
tely dry. I usually slip a few pages 
of fresh white paper on either side 
of the newly washed document to 
protect it. 


A water bath should not be used 
on doeuments containing aniline ink. 
If a Charles Dickens letter, written 
in his bright blue ink, is submerged, 
the ink may lose its brilliance. Only 
documents written with iron gall inks 
can be safely submerged in water 
without some type of chemical pre- 
paration. If the ink is water-soluble,

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the document can then be submerged 
in a benzene bath to dissolve rubber 
cement or self-sealing tape mount- 
ings. Only chemically pure benzene 
should be used. I really think that 
benzene is too strong to use even 
in the ‘‘well-ventilated” place men- 
tioned in the directions. I usually 
take documents out to my terrace for 
their benzene bath. It may amuse 
my neighbors in the adjacent apart- 
ment, but at least I inhale the mini- 
mum of the solvent. Also, in the 
open air, the benzene evaporates 
quickly — an aid in drying if not 
in the soaking process. 


American rubber cement is very 
stubborn material to dissolve, but 
English rubber cement is even more 
persistent. I recently bought an Eng- 
lish autograph album, put together 
about thirty or forty years ago. Al- 
though there were no signs of deter- 
ioration, the letters had to be re- 
moved and “unmounted” as they were 
unmanageable in the large album. 
Each autograph had to be soaked 
at least five times to remove the 
adhesive. The benzene swelled the 
cement into a spongy mass — it haa 
to be cut from the letter! With each 
bath, the layers became thinner, fi- 
nally disappearing. 


Autographs appear on material 
other than paper. I suppose the 
Egyptians had some technique for 
keeping their papyrus scrolls in first 
class condition, but only a few frag- 
ments come on the market, and these 
few seldom leave the hands of spe- 
cialists. I know that the cuneiform 
tablets from Mesopotamia that have 
found their way to the Morgan Li- 
brary in New York are baked each 
year to remove excess moisture! An- 
other material, bearing autographs, 
also requires special care. I am re-

ferring to parchment which was used 
before paper was introduced and is 
still used for important and official 
correspondence. Considering the age 
of some parchment documents, they 
often are in remarkable condition. 
I’ve seen some parchments dating 
back to the 13th Century that look 
as though they had just been. written. 
If a parchment document has become 
brittle, however, it can be restored to 
its former condition of softness and 
limpness by placing it in an air-tight 
container with a tiny dampened 
sponge or a piece of fresh bread. The 
moisture is slowly absorbed by the 
document. I say “slowly” as I’ve 
heard of a framer taking six months 
to flatten out a ship’s paper signed 
by Washington and Jefferson in order 
to frame it without a ripple. The 
moisturizing agent and the document 
must be checked for molds during the 
“limping” process. Water should 
never be applied directly to parch- 
ment or vellum. It is possible to wipe 
away the ink from a parchment docu- 
ment as ink does not bite into parch- 
ment as it does into paper. 


Some amazing restorations have 
been achieved with parchment-bound 
books. A book dealer I know install- 
ed an air conditioning unit at con- 
siderable expense. He placed a group 
of warped and unsightly parchment- 
bound books on the open shelves. In 
the course of time the books gradu- 
ally “unbent” and they now look as 
fresh and straight as the day they 
were originally bound. 


There is nothing routine about the 
simplest repairs to a letter or docu- 
ment. A thoughtful person does not 
use adhesives whose properties he 
does not understand to repair a let- 
ter which has managed to survive 
for several hundred years — not if 
he wants it to last another two cen- 
turies. It would be ideal if every one 
handled autographs properly and if 
autographs could retain their original 
freshness. The more intelligently 
autographs are cared for, the better 
their chances to remain in_ their 
“newly minted” state.

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Sir Max Beerbohm 
and Mark Twain 


By CYRIL CLEMENS 


On Sunday, May 20, 1956, at Rapal- 
lo, Italy, the genial satirist, Sir Max 
Beerbohm, died in his sleep after 
murmuring the words “grazia per tut- 
to”’—thanks for everything. 

Death came to the eighty-three year 
old satirist at the Santa Chiaro clinic 
after a long illness. 

Beerbohm’s doctor, Giuseppe Baci- 
galupo, said the author spoke his part 
ing words, “grazia per tutto,” just 
before he slipped into a coma. He 
suffered from a combination of gout, 
asthma and circulatory difficulties 
which weakened his heart. 

The white-haired author—“last of 
the literary dandies’”—had lived in the 
Italian Riviera resort since 1910, after 
“retiring” as a leading literary and 
social figure of Edwardian England. 

He was knighted in recognition of 


his services to literature in 19389 
by King George VI. He was 
born in London, August 24, 1872. 


the son of a London merchant of 
Lithuanian-Dutch ancestry. 

He attended Charterhouse School 
and then Merton College. Before he 
left Oxford, Beerbohm had become a 
prominent figure ‘on the English lit- 
erary scene. His witty pen, whether 
writing satire or drawing caricatures, 
was favored by the public and feared 
by public figures, including the Brit- 
ish royal family. 

The Knighthood he received in 1939 
was regarded as much a tribute to 
the broadmindedness of British offi- 
cialdom as to Beerbohm’s literary 
powers. His fame gave him entrance 
into England’s mansions and he was 
a friend of the highest artistic, polit- 
ical and social figures of the past. 


Even as a young man his clothes~ 


were as elegant as his prose. There 
was always a touch of the dandy 
about him, with his fresh boutonniere 
and modish hat set at a rakish angle. 

In 1898 Beerbohm followed George 
Bernard Shaw as dramatic critic for 
the Saturday Review. It was Shaw 
who once described him as “The In- 
comparable Max.” 

In 1910 Beerbohm married the 
American actress Florence Hahn of 
Memphis. She died in 1951. 


The following notes and_ inscrip- 


tions will, I think, tend to give the 
reader the genial flavor of the per- 
sonality of “The Incomparable Max.”

Mark Twain I did once have the hon- 
our of meeting, at luncheon at the 
Bernard Shaws’. He was then very old, 
but very beautiful to look at, and to 
listen to. A lovely voice, lovely manners, 
and, among other attributes, wonderfully 
eloquent hands.

Protecting Your 
Weapons Collections 


(Continued from October Issue) 
By HARRY WANDRUS 


The distinction between lacquers 
and plastics or plastic based finish- 
es is sometimes rather vague since 
both of them are nothing more than 
a resinous material dissolved in a 
rapidly evaporating solvent. 


5. SILICONES: 

The silicones are i comparatively 
new group of materials which have 
received quite a bit of attention and 
publicity. In their pure form they 
are of little value for the protection 
of metal and it is chiefly through 
their incorporation in mixtures such 
as paste waxes that they serve to 
protect. They are also to be obtained 
in some of the liquid preparations. 
Insofar as the gun or armour collec- 
tor is concerned the incorporation of 
these is only incidental. 


6. CHEMICAL FILMS 


By chemical films we refer to sur- 
faces produced on a weapon or ar- 
mour which result from the interac- 
tion of a chemical or elements with 
the metal portions of that weapon 
itself. Examples of this are bluing, 
browning and Bonderizing or Park- 
erizing; all of which have a great 
many formulae and methods of ach- 
ievement. These were and are put 
on metal to serve to beautify them, 
to cut down their shine and glare 
especially in modern weapons and to 
some extent to protect them from 
corrosion. Very few antique weapons 
are ever so treated for the last rea- 
son, more often only with the idea 
of making them more attractive and 
still more often to make them more 
saleable. Since browning is in most 
processes a rusting which has been 
controlled and then stopped by the 
addition of oils it is probably the 
most durable and protective of the 
older methods, Bonderizing and Park- 
erizing do offer protection in the 
modern weapons, but the appearance 
of these processes or rather the sur- 
faces they offer make them of little 
use in antiques. The end result of 
both is something of a grayish-green 
with rather rough, non-glare surface. 


7. RUST INHIBITORS 
A great many inhibitors have been 
tried over the years and these were 
mostly what are known as additives, 


that is substances mixed with oils 
and greases to increase the rust- 
preventative properties of these. 
These covered a range of chemical 
compounds including the salts of zine 
and other non-ferrous metals—quite 
often these were some form of the 
nitrate and sodium nitrate is used 
extensively in cutting down rust in 
industrial situations. In the late 
thirties or early forties a group of 
substances appeared known as vapor- 
phase-inhibitors which have as their 
radical the nitrate group. Most com- 
monly found of these several success- 
fully used substances is one called 
di-cyclo-hexamonium nitrate which is 
available in powder form or as manu- 
factured by one firm in pressure 
gas can (the aerosol bomb). This 
latter form is the more expensive, 
but the more useful to the occasional 
used. The V.P.I. or as it was known 
earlier, the V.C.I. (vapor-corrosion- 
inhibitor) acts in a peculiar way and 
will protect iron from rusting so long 
as it is in contact with the metal. 
A dramatic means of demonstrating 
its usefulness is to have the iron 
actually wet with water. yet not rust 
while crystals of the VPI are pres- 
ent. For the collector or dealer VPI 
offers two kinds of protection — if 
he wants to protect his weapons for 
a brief time only such as during 
shipment, a gun show or very tem- 
porary storage he can spray the en- 
tire weapon, wood and all, and 
achieve protection; for long time 
storage. however, he will have to be 
more liberal in his use of spray or 
crystals and must wrap each item 
as air tight as possible. VPI vapor- 
izes and left to its own would soon 
disappear leaving the weapon ex- 
posed to rust; it can also find very 
good usage in gun cabinets which 
have a certain degree of closure, but 
will require replacement. 


8. AIR CONDITIONING AND 
DE-HUMIDIFIERS: 

Collectors living in air-conditioned 
buildings are very fortunate because 
if they handle their weapons with 
just a minimum of care they’re rea- 
sonably safe. Air-conditioning has 
revolutionized techniques in museum 
collections and done away with what 
were once laborious protection pro- 
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blems. A great many collections are 
housed in basement quarters and for 
these de-humidifiers are the best pro- 
tection. Generally a relative humi- 
dity of 50% will keep weapons from 
rusting and yet be a good figure to 
keep the wooden parts from drying 
out. In line with these are the use 
of some of the old standbys, the 
silica gel and calcium chloride which 
will keep small chambers dry by ab- 
sorbing moisture. In some cases the 
use of an electric bulb so as to 
create a “hot closet” will be suffi- 
cient to cut down moisture problems. 
Several products utilizing this latter 
idea are on the market, one comes 
to mind which is manufactured in 
Chicago under the name of “Dri- 
Rite,” a long tube which is plugged 
into the electric circuit and performs 
pretty much the same function as a 
light bulb.

Leather sword scabbard care! Dur- 
ing the past few weeks we’ve had 
occasion to handie a number of lea- 
ther sword scabbards, all of them 
bent, broken or damaged — and all 
so because of improper handling. One 
of the major causes of broken lea- 
ther, is the bad habit handlers have 
of holding the scabbard out horizon- 
tally when replacing the sword. This 
causes a terrific stress on the lea- 
ther, especially when it is old and 
no longer supple, and it will either 
break, bend so that repeated handl- 
ing will cause weakness, or encounter 
the tip of the sword somewhere along 
its length causing a puncture or 
weakness which will result in a 
break. Another shortcoming is the 
habit handlers have of grasping the 
sword scabbard just anywhere when 
extracting the blade. To protect the 
scabbard from excess stress and to 
keep from pulling the leather out of 
the collar at the throat of the scab- 
bard, grasp the scabbard AT this 
collar and remove sword. To pro- 
tect your scabbards we recommend 
the following: 

1. Always hold sword and scabbard ver- 


tically when withdrawing and re- 
placing sword. 


—— : 
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2. Always grasp scabbard by collar; 
when you plan on placing it on a flat 
surface minus sword use both hands 
to support. 

3. Keep sword in scabbard as much as 


possible. 
If of such nature, keep well oiled 


with neatsfoot oil to keep from crack- 
ing and becoming brittle. 

5. If sword . difficult to remove op 
scabbard in left hand at collar wit 
thumb against hilt or cross guard. 
The action of pulling the saan with 
the right hand and forcing with 
thumb "at the left will often eject an 
obstinate sword. Most sword sticki- 
ness is at ihe point. .

| 
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HATS and CAPS 


By CHARLES MILES 


There has always been some con- 
fusion about the name Flathead In- 
dians given to a tribe in the north- 
ern inter-mountain plateau area. Per- 
sons learning about the head flatten- 
ing practices of certain Salish In- 
dians have automatically jumped to 
the conclusion that such practices cre- 
ated the name of tthe Flathead tribe. 
But the truth is that the Flatheads 
were first so-called because of a hat 
they wore; a hat or turban so shaped 
as to make their heads look flat on 
top. 


“I didn’t know that Indians wore 
hats! Unless war bonnets were hats?” 

Yes, not only the Flatheads, but 
numerous other tribes wore hats or 
caps, not just hair ornaments or head- 
dresses, but regular hats and caps. 

Just how extensive the practice was 
before Columbus is one of the many 
things we can’t know, bevause the ma- 
terials from which hats and caps were 
made was perishable, and few things 
of that nature were deemed worth 
saving by the pioneers before about 
1850. We do know they were used 
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by a substantial portion of the In- 
dians west of the Rockies, and we 
know that their use was not confined 
to the West, because the Iroquois 
regularly wore their style of caps, 
the Chippewas used turbans of fur, 
and, the Apaches, now and _ then 
changed their distinctive voluminous 
head bands for buckskin caps orna- 
mented with feathers. And as a mat- 
ter of fact, the famed war bonnet 
may be an extension of this same 
buckskin cap, now hidden by an ex- 
plosion of feathers. 

But whether or not hats and caps 
were in popular use before the Euro- 
pean invasion they certainly conti- 
nued to be used extensively on the 
Pacific Coast and in adjacent terri- 
tory. 

There is some possibility that hats 
may have come as a comparatively 
recent (less than a thousand years) 
introduction from Asia us their forms 
and construction on the Northwest 
Coast (the only region for regular 
hats) are markedly similar to those 
of the Japanese and Chinese. At any 
pate in the rainy area where they 
were used they had definite utility, 
whether adopted or invented. 

The Eskimos used a type of hat 
pretty much of their own, chiefly for 
marine hunting. It was designed to 
shield the face as well as to protect 
the head from rain and spray. It was 
made of a thin sheet of wood, like 
veneering, bent into a lopsided cone, 
the projecting part of the cone in 
front similar to a reversed fire hel- 
met, and with similar functional in-

tent. This kind of hat was frequently 
painted white as a camouflage meas- 
ure, and was sometimes decorated 
with ivory ornaments. 

Further South the Northwest Coast 
Indians wore true hats. These hats 
take two forms, one with a crown 
and a brim, and the other, simply an 
inverted bowl. In each case they have 
an auxiliary cap attached underneath 
to seat them securely on the head. The 
crowned type have had a somewhat 
peculiar development in that extra 
sections have been added in some 
eases to denote high rank, a feature 
occasionally associated with a top man 
on a totem pole. 

Both types were painted, common- 
ly with conventional totemic figures; 
the colors usually being red and black. 
Another embellishment was figured 
weaving on the brim, giving the ef- 
fect of an embossed design. Ordi- 
narily, of course, the hats were plain. 

The Salish tribes on the Coast wore 
the inverted bow! kind of ‘hat, but in- 
land, typified by the Yakimas, the 
women fancied a fez-shaped cap with 
a little tab of leather at the very top 
and some sort of striking design 
woven in so-called cornshuck textile 
materia] that creates the feel of heavy 
cloth rather than basketry. 

California and Nevada are the home 
of the basketry cap, popular among 
the women, especially those of north- 
ern California. The shape is that of 
a small, deep bowl, or a cup without 
a handle. It is generally designed to 
fit wel] down on the head, and may 
have originated as a functional de- 
vice to keep the pack strap or tump- 
line bands off the hair, as carrying 
burden baskets was a common chore 
for California women. 

The northern California caps are 
all twined weaving in the techniques 
of local basketry, and are so else- 
where in the area, with some few in 
coil weaving, which however, is less 
pliable. There is considerable varia- 
tion of design, all geometrical in na- 
ture, with a little in symbolic figures. 

The Hupa-Yurok-Karok caps are 
the most numerous survivors, and are 
top specimens of basketry in both 
weaving and ornamentation. The ten- 
dency is toward two combinations of 


color; black on a white straw color, 
and combinations of light and dark 
browns, 

The older women among the lower 
Klamath River tribes still make and 
wear these handsome and sprightly 
caps. 

Hats and caps, of course, merge 
into headdresses, but generally speak- 
ing the former have utilitarian func- 
tion basically, while headdresses are 
a matter of ceremonial embellishment 
or significance or just simple personal 
adornment. 


SPIRO MOUND COLLECTION 


An outstanding collection of pre- 
historic mound builder textiles, en- 
graved conch shells, chipped stone, 
and other materials originating in 
the Great Mound near Spiro, Okla., 
has been acquired recently by the 
Smithsonian Institution from Harry 
M. Trowbridge of Kansas City, Kans. 

The Spiro yielded one of the rich- 
est deposits of native ceremonial ma- 
terial ever uncovered in the United 
States. From its central burial cham- 
ber, in addition to several skeletons, 
were taken many copper axes, copper 
covered human head masks and blade- 
like objects of wood, stone T-shaped 
and effigy pipes, maces, boatstones, 
sheet copper plaques and ornaments, 
engraved conch shells, textiles, wicker- 
work and coiled basketry, cane mat- 
ting, stone and pottery vessels, and 
great quantities of shell and pear] 
beads. Most of this material was re- 
moved from the mound between 19383 
and 1935 as a commercial venture de- 
void of any scientific concern, and be- 
came widely distributed among col- 
lectors and dealers. Investigation of 
the mound was subsequently complet- 
ed by the University of Oklahoma. 

The Spiro Mound has been vari- 
ously dated by radiocarbon methods, 
but is generally believed to have been 
built during the 13th or 14th centu- 
ries of the Christian era. It belongs 
to the Mississippi Period of the South- 
east, which is the last major archae- 
ologica] period preceding the arrival of 
Europeans. No traces of European 
contact were found in the mound. 
There are many resemblances between 
its contents and those of the Etowah 
Mound site in Georgia. 

The recently acquired material in- 
cludes an exceptional series of rabbit 
hair and feather textiles and a large 
number of engraved conch shells and 
fragments. Some of the textiles, ap- 
parently folded when placed in the 





mound, have been painstakingly un- 
folded by Mr. Trowbridge, revealing 
several pieces exceeding three and 
four feet in length. One appears to 
have been a fringed skirt, with tie 
cords at each end. Fuur specimens 
show a negative pattern of decora- 
tion. Other matted specimens show 
black, red, and brown patterns. All 
of these specimens still await expert 
analysis and technical description. 

Work in shell includes four small 
cameos, each with a human face 
carved in bas-relief. ‘The decorated 
conch shells carry a wide variety of 
scenes, characters, costumes, orna- 
ments and other designs, some of 
which are reminiscent of aboriginal 
Mexican art. Ceremonially garbed 
personages, plumed or horned ser- 
pents and rattlesnakes, trophy heads, 
spiders, turkeys, eagles, the eye-in- 
hand, the weeping eye, fish, the quar- 
tered circle, and speech scrolls are in- 
cluded among the motifs. Some of the 
items doubtless relate to mytholog- 
ical concepts and religious beliefs held 
by the Spiro natives. 

Selected objects from this new ac- 
quisition will be featured in the mod- 
ernized exhibits in North American 
archaeology, on which work is now 
underway. 





BUSINESSMAN A LIFELONG 
COLLECTOR 

Lloyd C. Ray of Libertyville, IIL, 
is a collector of Indian relics. He 
began as a boy when he and his 
brothers ploughed the family fied at 
Diamond Lake and amassed a collec- 
tion ot several hundred pieces. They 
sold these tor the vast sum of $10. 

Mr. Ray now has some 8,000 piec- 
es. They include arrowheads, ham- 
mers, axes, hoe heads, scrapers, drill 
points, spears, awls, and pestles, He 
walks the countryside after the 
spring rains have washed up surface 
items. Many pieces have been broken, 
but a few are still complete. If ex- 
amined closely they show the marks 
and abrasions of use. His favorite 
relic is a stone pipe in the shape of 
a bird. It was a present to him. 

This land formerly belonged to the 
Algonquin tribe which included Sauk 
and Fox, Shawnee, Kickapoo, Miami, 
and Illinois. The Winnebago branch 
of the Sioux also lived in this area. 

Now a real estate and insurance 
man, Mr. Ray was for sometime a 
teacher, and later a principal at the 
Libertyville Township High School.

It is not often that we mention in- 
dividuals in these articles for having 
sent us cards. There are many to 
whom we are indebted for cards, and 
if we mention some of them we run 
into trouble. Therefore we mention 
those who have clubs, large collec- 
tions, or make the news, and we give 
our thanks and appreciations for 
ecards sent us privately. Our Iowa 
church views were few until an en- 
thusiastic collector in Cherokee, Ia., 
started sending us good photograph 
cards of Iowa churches. Some of 
these cards are: Our Lady of Good 
Council, First Lutheran, and First 
Congregational of Fonda, Methodist, 
First Baptist, St. Mark’s Lutheran- 
U.E.L.C., Grace Lutheran, Lakeside 
Presbyterian of Storm Lake; First 
Presbyterian, Prullina; Grace Luth- 
eran, and St. James Catnolic, Lemars;

Among the regular post cards, many 
of the 1910 era, we have church views 
from Sioux City, Davenport, Grundy 
Center, Mt. Vernon, Ocaloosa, Des 
Moines. Nashua, Union, Corydon, 
Boone, Vinton, Onawa, Storm Lake, 
Marshalltown, Merrill, Petersburg, 
and Washington. 

The most interesting Iowa church 
views are those of “The Little Brown 
Church in the Vale,” at Nashua, Ia. 
It is nestled in a beautiful wooded 
campus near Nashua, and its beautv 
so inspired Dr. William §S. Pitts that 
he wrote the well-known song. “The 
Church in the Wildwood.” More and 
more it has become a popular spot 
for weddings for couples of sentiment 
who come from far and near to be 
married in this beautiful setting. 

Iowa Colleges afford us beautiful 
views. What we have are mostly mod- 
ern chrome-type cards. From Iowa 
State Teacher’s College at Cedar 
Falls, there are views of the Library. 
Campanile which is in the midst of 
a beautifully landscaped campus of 
264 acres, the Commons Student Build- 
ing, Women’s Swimming Pool and 
Gymnasium. Lawther Hall Dormitory, 
Campbell Hall—Junior and Senior 
Women’s Dormitory, and the Admin- 
istration Building. 

From the State University of Iowa 
at Iowa City are beautiful linen fin- 


ish views of the Quadrangle Dormito- 
ry, Hospital Tower at night, Field 
House, Air View of University Hos- 
pital, Currier Hall, Dramatic Arts 
Building, Fine Arts Building, and 
Front view of the University Hos- 
pital. 

From the Iowa State College at 
Ames, Ia., are views of the Library, 
Blair Hall, Botany Hall and Lake 
Laverne, Conservatory, Agronomy 
Building, Agriculture Building and 
Campanile, and Central Campus and 
Campanile. This Campanile houses the 
Stanton Memorial Carillon. There are 
36 bells, loved by everyone in that 
section of the country. State College 
at Ames has the distinction of being 
the college with the largest agricul- 
tural enrollment in the world. 

Our court houses from Iowa are 
few but interesting. There are views 
of Cherokee County Court House at 
Cherokee, the court house at Center- 
ville, Court House at Davenport, 
Iowa City, Waterloo, Sioux City, and 
Polk County Court Heuse at Des 
Moines. 

From the Amana Colunies at Ama- 
na, Ia., come modern chrome cards 
showing the typical houses and shops 
of the Amana Society, a corporation 
originally founded by Christian Metz 
in 1854, which works under practical 
ideals, practicing religion and spir- 
itual quality along with the Amer- 
ican ideal of freedom. Our cards are 
of a street scene showing the main 
office, general store, and post office; 
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the school house erected in 1879; the 
church. The purpose of the Amana 
Society is “According to His Laws 
and His requirements in our own con- 
sciences, and thus to work out the 
salvation of our souls, through the 
redeeming grace of Jesus Christ, in 
self-denial, in the obedience to our 
faith, and in the demonstration of 
our faithfulness in the inward and 
outward service of the community, by 
the power of Grace, which God pre- 
sents us with.” Other Amana cards 
are a typical Amana Home; and three 
views of the old Ox Yoke Inn, famous 
for its meals served family style; and 
of South Amana Sandwich Shop and 
Woolen and Handicraft Shop. 

From Boone, Ia., there are old 
views of the Masonic Temple, East- 
ern Star Home, and Eleanor Moore 
Hospital, post office, and Erickson Li- 
brary; also a beautiful chrome view 
of the Table Rock at Ledges State 
Park. 

We have only two from Burlington 
—the Sanderson School and an old 
printed in Germany before 1907 card 
with a small paper folder of views 
tucked away under the colored view. 
Greetings from Cedar Rapids were 
mailed in 1910. Other Cedar Rapids 
views include American Cereal Mills, 
Quaker Oats Company, Second Street, 
the Denecke Stores, and Republican- 
Times Newsboys. 

Colfax, Ia., the site of Epworth 
Park, was once popular on post cards. 
They pictured the entrance, the 
grounds, swimming in <¢he creek be- 
low the falls, Wesley Hall and the Au- 
ditorium. And there is a view of a 
coal mine near Colfax. 

Council Bluffs is on an aerial view, 
and there is a good view of the Gol- 
den Spike, a fifty-six foot concrete 
replica of the railroad spike which 
marked the Eastern Terminus of the 
Union Pacific Railroad. 

Davenport, Ia., had many old cards. 
There are several good views of the 
historic old home of Col. Davenport, 
viewed in badly rundown condition 
before its restoration. There is the 
“Punch Bowl” a lake at Rock Island 
Arsenal. A quaint old Public School 
view shows all the little boys who 
attended about 60 years ago. Other 
old views include the Davenport Ho- 
tel, Fejenary Park, Cafe — Central 
Park, Dam at Suburban Park, Subur- 
ban Island, the Commercial Club, Mer- 
cy Hospital, and a moonlight scene

POST CARD SHORTS, 
NEWS, AND PREVIEWS 


1. Awfully sorry! I cannot tell you 
where to get all the cards I mention 
in articles. They have drifted into 
my collection in lots or been sent 
me by friends who received them long 
ago from other friends, etc. People 
who have cards to sell should have 
an ad. People who are particular 
about receiving one type card only 
should place an ad saying what is 
wanted. 

2. With modern postage what it is, 
we think buying or selling on appro- 
val is very impractical. Many cards 
are not worth one-way postage much 
less two-way over and over. Sellers 
should give fair prices, and either 
buyer or seller should not mind using 
the waste basket. Some vards are the 
equivalent of an old beat-up torn one 
cent regular issue stamp. But study 
your cards, you might have one that 
is different—you know historic sig- 
nificance, age, autographs, stamps, 
artist who designed it, postmark, etc. 

3. When anyone sees your name on 
a list where one pays to be listed for 
post cards, then they send cards, or 
ads in good faith. If you are not in- 
terested, a card right away saying 
so will save you both worry and time 
lost. 

4, Some people still call airplane 
pictures and resort views “free junk.” 
Try to get them free! 11 you haven’t 
paid a good price for a room or a 
ride as the case may be, then lay in 
stationery and stamps and begin writ- 
ing for them. Count what you spent 
on those who did not answer too. Or 
count the gas and time you spend and 
food bills as you “pick up” a few. 
They are the least free you have. 
But if people do not want that type, 
and if they send you other types that 
you want, then try to honor their 
wishes. 

4. Thanks again, you patient people 
who write this author, for your fore- 
bearance. One week of school and the 
box is full of unanswered mail again! 

5. Modern chrome cards are worth 
having—so are the beautiful foreign 
cards now on our markets. Don’t be 
unhappy about your old cards. They 
make a grand collection but a collec- 
tion for the future is worthwhile too. 
Get your child two each. Let him 
earry one to school or paste it in 
a booklet—put the other on file for 
future collection.

THE MILLIPEDE 


There is an animal with 700 legs. 
This “bug” has just been found in 
a Panama valley by H. F. Loomis, 
former Department of Agriculture 
scientist, of Miami, Fla. It is a mem- 
ber of the millipede, or “thousand- 
legs,” class of invertebrates, some- 
what misnamed because no species yet 
known actually has a thousand legs. 
The new Panama species comes about 
the closest. 

It is a wormlike animal whose 
abode is under stones or rotting logs: 
Its body consists of 175 segments, 
strung one after another. Each seg- 
ment has a certain degree of inde- 
pendence, although various ones show 
some specialization of function. The 
head segment, for example, is most 
richly endowed with nerves, is prob- 
ably the site of whatever conscious- 
ness the creature possesses, and is the 
forerunner of the “brain” at higher 
stages of evolution. Each segment has 
four legs and each set is more or less 
capable of acting independently.

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On Barro Colorado island, the 
Smithsonian Institution’s tropical-life 
preserve in the Canal Zone, Mr. Loo- 
mis, one of the foremost American 
authorities on this group, also found 
some tiny white specks under rotting 
logs which looked like very small me- 
dicinal pills. More than 20 years ago 
he discovered one of these “pills” 
and recognized it as a member of a 
new family of the millipede group, 
with only 20 segments and 80 legs, 
which is capable of rolling itself into 
a very tight ball. He has been seek- 
ing other specimens ever since, This 
quest was one object of his work on 
Barro Colorado. It was successful and 
a description of the new family will 
be published shortly. 


Apart from many differences in 
structure, millipedes are unlike cen- 
tipedes, Mr. Loomis says, in that they 
live entirely on vegetable material 
while the other creature is entirely 
carnivorous. Favorite food of the mil- 
lipedes is decaying vegetable matter. 
Favorite food of centipedes is small 
insects and lower forms of animal 
life. 


Unlike the centipedes, millipedes 
are not reputed to be poisonous. Ac- 
tually this is qa mistaken idea, Mr. 
Loomis says. Apparently there is a 
poison gland in most segments from 
which a few of the “bugs” are able 
to shoot a highly caustic substance 
of some kind. They also are able to 
coordinate the action of all these 
glands, so that a fan-like spray of 
poison comes from the whole body. 
Mr: Loomis himself got in the way 
af such a spray. The result—-he was 
temporarily blinded in one eye and 
one side of his face temporarily was 
paralyzed. The poison spray, he points 
out, must be intended purely for de- 
fense. The millipede is one of the 
least aggressive of animals. 


While the term “thousand-legs” 
is a misnomer, he says, in most of 
the “hundred-leggers” the number of 
legs ranges from 20 to 100 or even 
800. The newly discovered animal has 
the second largest number of legs yet 
known. Some years ago, however, Mr. 
Loomis discovered an American spe- 
cies with 190 four-legged segments, 
over 750 legs. 


Mr. Loomis is now following in- 
dependently the field in which he is 
a noted specialist.

NEW GEM HALL 
AT SMITHSONIAN 


The Smithsonian Institution recent- 
ly opened its newly remodeled hall 
for its gems and minerals collection. 

Exhibits include the most extensive 
collection of gems on display in this 
country, and a large and representa- 
tive sampling of specimens from the 
Nation’s mineral collection, which is 
the world’s finest. 

Nearly every variety uf gem is rep- 
resented. Many are of enormous size. 
Among them are a 316-carat star sap- 
phire, a 66-carat alexandrite, and a 
310-carat peridot. The last two are 
the largest gems ever cut from these 
stones. Also displayed is che Shephard 
diamond, a very rare flawless can- 
ary-yellow gem weighing 18.3 carats. 

Among the gems is a set of pearls 
consisting of a necklace, choker, and 
earrings given by the Iman of Mus- 
eat to the U.S. Government. Also 
shown are the original gold nugget 
which set off the California gold rush, 
discovered at Sutter’s Mill in 1848 
by James Marshall, and the world’s 
largest flawless crystal ball, a per- 
fect sphere almost 13 inches in diam- 
eter and weighing 106% pounds. 

The mineral section of the new 
hall contains examples of all the prin- 
cipal species of minerals, selected and 
lighted to make a vivid display of 
their natural beauty and color. Their 
forms, particularly those of the crys- 
tal clusters, are suggestive of modern 
sculpture. Featured amung them is a 
large greenish specimen of smithso- 
nite, a carbonate of zinc named for 
its discoverer, James Smithson, the 
Englishman who founded the Smith- 
sonian. 

Other features of this section in- 
clude a spectacular display of fluores- 
cent minerals, which show intense col- 
ors when exposed to ultraviolet light, 
a cave containing a group of yard- 
long gypsum crystals, and a cluster 
of amethyst crystals weighing sev- 
eral hundred pounds. 

Preparation of the new hall was un- 
der the scientific supervision of Cu- 
rators George Switzer and Paul E. 
Desautels. Design and construction 
were by the exhibits staff of the 
Smithsonian Institution under the su- 
pervision of Exhibits Specialist Rol- 
land O. Hower. 

Working drawings and _ architec- 
tural specifications for the hall were 
produced by the Office of Design and 


The jewelry in the form. of pen- 
dants, rings, earrings, bollo. ties and 
tie clips was beautifully and artis- 
tically created from agate, heliotrope 
and cristobolite. Varieties of agate in- 
clude jasper, jade, moss and agatized 
wood. The minerals have been cut 
and polished in different shapes and 
sizes. 

Mr. Houlihan is a member of the 
mineral] section of the Rochester Acad- 
emy of Science which sponsored the 
exhibition. He is a professional op- 
tical] engineer at Wollensak Optical 
Company, and minerals have occupied 
his avocational interest through his 
life time. He has a large collection of 
minerals which he gathered on field 
trips and has experimented and per- 
fected the cutting and polishing of 
natural specimens.

EXTRAORDINARY 


GRANDMOTHER 
THE LADY WHO 
INSPIRED “EVANGELINE” 
TO COLLECT

In 1881, when a tumult of contro- 
versy raged over Henrik Ibsen’s new 
and notable play, Ghosts, in an in- 
terview the Norwegian dramatist and 
poet revealed an eerie daily experi- 
ence. He said: “Whenever I take up 
a newspaper and read it, I fancy I 
see ghosts creeping between the lines. 
There must be ghosts all over the 
world!” 

If Ibsen lived today the existence 
of these ghosts in his mind’s eye and 
their vast number might be more of 
a reality to him. For now, with more 
persons than ever turning to hobbies 
of collecting, new ghosts are creeping 
into the world of Collectanea. 

It is haunted by the countless le- 
gions of yesteryear’s departed grand- 
mothers, those who originally owned 
the multitude of home furnishings, 
ornaments, objets d’art, knick-knacks 
and personal trinkets that as cher- 
ished heirlooms have become the cor- 
nerstones of many worthwhile pri- 
vate collections. 

Whenever collectors and their in- 
dispensable handmaids, the dealers, 
curators and students of Collectanea, 
gather together—be they two or twen- 
ty—almost invariably a ghost hovers 
around. Sooner or later, as the dis- 
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cussion revolves around some curious 
antique object, one of the group is apt 
to remark, “Yes, of course, I know 


what you mean as my grandmothe. 
had one just like it!” So, a ghos. 
moves in, and possibly that grana- 
mother’s ghost is astonished to learn 
her original comparatively small 
amount of personal possessions has 
increased as miraculously as_ the 
loaves and the fishes. 

Such an increase miay not be with- 
out foundation. Bearing catastrophies 
of fire, flood, hurricane, war and fluc- 
tuating finance, family and personal 
belongings frequently did increase 
through the years as they were hand- 
ed down, for the original group, was 
supplemented by new things invari- 
ably collected by each succeeding gen- 
eration. 

Likewise, grandmothers and their 
Lares and Penates have multiplied 
magically through apocrypha born of 
handed down family hearsay as well 
as through imagination born of po- 
etic license. For instance, early one 
morning the husband of a new col- 
lector, arriving at an antique shop, 
thrust at the owner a sheaf of huge 
blueprints. 

“These,” thundered the husband, 
“are our family trees jand there’s not 
a name on them that begins with any 
of the initials on the silver and stuff 
you’ve been selling my wife by tell- 
ing her ‘maybe’ they belonged to some 
of her grandmothers or mine! And if 
you don’t stop, people will think we’re 
descended from alphabet soup!” 

Immediately, the dealer calmly sug- 
gested the purchases all be returned 
for refund. “Not a chance of that, 
my wife’s nuts over the things. She’s 
having a big time,” replied the hus- 
hand, then continued. “When her 
folks came from Virginia she showed 
the things saying they belonged to 
my New England grandmothers. And 
when my people came from Boston, 
she puffed about the things being heir- 
looms of her Colonial grandmothers 
in the Old Dominion! But we’ve got 
enough grandmothers, just don’t sell 
uS any more, they’re becoming con- 
fusing.” 

Indeed, grandmothers have become 
confusing because persons refer to 
them heterogeneously, encompassing a 
century of them in one fell swoop, 
so that ia reference to “grandmother” 
often actually means a great or great- 
great-grandmother. There were many 
but few were known personally to to- 
day’s descendants; they are mainly 
dim, vague persons named on the 
genealogical family tree unless their 
likenesses have survived in painted 
portraits, miniatures and daguerre- 
otypes. 

As relatively few such treasures 
exist now, some persons muse and 
speculate over the probable appear- 
ance and character of great-great- 
great grandmother and her mother. 
Did thev resemble Martha Washing- 
ton or Dolly Madison? Or were they 
like Harriet Beecher Stowe or the 
various ladies that inspired Poe to 
pen romantic, poignant poetry? 

So, with history still exasperating- 
ly silent about many ancestors, re- 
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cently, it was a memorable chance en- 
counter to meet a remarkable elderly 
grandmother of over a century ago 
when she was vividly described by 
her teen-age grandchild in Godey’s 
Lady’s Book of May 1857. 

This lively contempvu.ary portrait 
must have delighted many among the 
150,000 subscribers to this popular 
American home magazine, which 
graphically reflecting the manners 
and customs and fashions of by- 
gone eras, now makes the past spar- 
kle with color and charm. In fact, 
Godey’s accents the fascinating, en- 
lightening hobby offered by collecting 
old American and English magazines; 
reasonably priced, they contain a wide 
variety of the interesting and the pic- 
turesque, like this 1857 grandmother. 

She was extraordinary by reason of 
being evolutionary, not revolutionary. 
Her deep insight and humanity 
stemmed from a life of varied and 
challenging experiences that interpret 
history in the making. These experi- 
ences, ranging from pioneer adventure 
in the American wilderness and resi- 
dence in big cities to foreign travel, 
were all woven with strands of happi- 
piness, romance, sorrow and despair 
that combined into a rich, colorful 
pattern. 

Recognizing her grandmother’s un- 
usual personality and background. it 
was natural that the devoted teen- 
ager and confidante should desire to 
share her exceptional star while still 
sparkling in orbit, and not later after 
becoming the morrow’s heritage 
fogged by the clouds of time. 

So, using the pseudonym of “Evan- 
geline,” the school girl penned for 
publication an account that is refresh- 
ing with the spontaneous candor of 
youth so characteristic of a child’s im- 
petuous direct approach, Lively and 
gay, yet tender, the description be- 
speaks a sincere gallanc respect for 
“My Grandmother” as “Evangeline” 
called the following account. 

“Evangeline” begins: “My dear 
grandmother would be quite ‘aston- 
ished at finding herself pictured in 
Godey; but do not say a word to her 
about me, and she will wonder who 
the painter is. I am her favorite 
grandchild; so I hear more than less 
favored ones. 

“Time has furrowed her brow, but 
the eye beneath sparkles as brilliant- 
ly as of yore (so I have heard, you 
must know; I cannot remember ‘so 
far back.) The ruthless hero of the 
scythe robbed her years ago of her 
hair ‘and teeth; but the smile is still 
there, not calm and placid, like moon- 
light on a forsaken ruin, ch, no! She 
laughs as merrily as a young girl. 

“More so, for a great many of my 
young friends are affiicted with the 
‘blues’; and grandmother never had 
anything of the kind in her life. I 
have a confidante. What young girl 
has not? All my love-tales, all my 
enjoyments, sorrows, criticisms of 
books and people are poured into her 
listening ear; and who do you think 
it is?—my aged grandmother. I never 
had anyone but her; and I never 
could find a better. She sympathizes, 
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soothes, cheers, advises, laughs and 
scolds—just as the occasions require. 
So on the whole, we have a very 
pleasant time.” 

That this mutual bond of deep affec- 
tion and regard was considered re- 
markable even by “Evangeline” is 
obvious as she continues by asking 
“And now. kind reader, can you guess 
her age? She does not sit in an arm- 
chair — not she — upstairs and down- 
stairs, overseeing and seeing into ev- 
erything. Almost four score! 

“There, I knew you would not be- 
lieve me! but it is so, nevertheless. 

“Her history has been a very ro- 
mantic one; and some of these days 
I will tell it, not as I learned it from 
her, for she is like the sundial—don’t 
you remember? ‘I note the bright 
hours only.’ Oh, no, grandmother nev- 
er told me of the dark hours, long, 
long dark hours of suffering, not 
bodily suffering, for she was merci- 
fully spared that, but mental agony, 
when her anxious eye, scanning the 
whole horizon, saw not a ray beaming 
upon her dreary, weary pathway! 

“Her happy childhood, her gleesome 
youth, her summer travels, the sunny 
days of her married life, those are 
her themes; but the heart-breaking 
griefs, the agonized partings, the wid- 
owed hours are never alluded to. She 
notes the bright hours only. 

“She can tell you how she stood, 
one bright sunny day, upon the porch 
of her father’s house, her hands fold- 
ed demurely under her apron with a 
noble feeling of awe, not in her ‘hands, 
but in her heart, for the President of 
the United States, he who was ‘first 
in peace, first in war, first in the 
hearts of his countrymen,’ was to pass 
on his way to Washingtun.” 

Then amusingly, this teen-ager of 
1857 establishes herself as  beine 
“modern” by commenting on grand- 
mother’s youth in Colonial times, sty- 
ing, “. .. in her young 1ady hood, she 
was quite ia belle. not in her present 
residence, the good old Quaker City, 
but in her early Southern home. She 
describes to me now the wonderful 
headdresses that were worn of pow- 
dered hair, feathers, and flowers. of 
coal-seuttle bonnets, and short-waist- 
ed dresses, and other innumerable ec- 
centricities of fashion. which to mv 
modern ears, would be horribly old- 
fashioned if I did not begin to see 
them being revived again—hoops and 
heels taking the lead. 

“At another time, she will tell you 
of her adventures in the ‘far West.’ 
Ohio was quite out of the world when 
she was a child. She will tell you of 
the old German homesteads of Penn- 
sylvania, where they stopped to pass 
the night, inns not being known in 
those regions; how their kind hostess- 
es placed the travelers on one feather 
bed, and covered them with another. 
The sublime mountain scenery made 
such an impression upon her young 
imagination, that now she describes it 
so vividly, that I see the lofty sum- 
mits cleaving the skies. and wrap- 
ping themselves in their misty veils. 
“Then.” continues Evangeline “she 
will lead you to the noise and 
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confusion of rearing a home in the 
wilderness, the building of the log- 
house, and the afterwards ‘putting 
to rights.’ All through her reminis- 
censes she intersperses her ‘thoughts.’ 
The long, darkening shadows caused 
her brave little heart to tremble many 
times when she wandered in the un- 
broken forest. The croaking of the 
frogs in a miniature ‘dismal swamp, 
near the house in the wilderness,’ 
haunted her many a night after her 
return to city sights and sounds, 
“But her memory does not confine 
her to America. Tales of foreign 
lands, descriptions of foreign nations, 
anecdotes of the war of 1812, remi- 
niscences of Napoleon, on all these 
topics she converses. Do you wonder I 
love to hear her talk when she has such 
an inexhaustible fund? And believe

Cards of the 
Avant-Garde 


By DICK MARTIN 


There are very few things in this 
world that effer such obstinate re- 
sistance to changes as the designs of 
playing cards. Throughout their entire 
history, these Kings and Queens and 
Jacks have successfully defeated 
every attempt to reform, reconstruct 
or re-design their faces and costumes. 
Yet this very quality of unchangeable 
tradition has been a challenge for in- 
numerable artists to try something 
new and different. 

There are countless examples of 
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these “reform” decks, which range 
anywhere from slightly modernized 
court cards to radical changes in suit 
symbols and values—sometimes even 
in number of suits. Many of these 
decks are very beautiful, and some 
are very strange, but mone are more 
bizarre than the creations of the mod- 
ern art “revolutionaries” of the last 
twenty years. 

In the middle 1930’s the Surrealist 
movement was at its peak in Europe, 
and in the United States Salvadore 
Dali’s name had become a household 
word. His beautifully executed, but 
completely bewildering paintings were 
the ultimate example of surrealism. 
In Marseilles, in 1988, André Breton 
proposed a newly-designed deck of 
playing cards, to be drawn collective-~ 
ly by the most important surrealist 
artists of Europe—among them An- 
dré Masson and Max Ernst. Breton, 
the most representative poet of the 
movement, was the leader of the 
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group. (It was customary for sur- 
realist poets to paint pictures and 
for surrealist painters to write po- 
ems). 

Amazingly enough, this curious 
project was actually cumpleted, and 
the deck was published by Delanglade 
in 1940. The suit signs were properly 
surrealistic ones. Flames (to desig- 
nate Love), Black Stars (Dreams), 
Keyholes (Knowledge), and _ Blood- 
stains (Revolution). The Kings were 
Genies, the Queens Sirens, and the 
Jacks Mages, or Magicians. 

The court cards are fantastic con- 
ceptions of an oddly-assorted crew, 
including such strange bedfellows as 
Baudelaire, Paracelsus, Marquis de 
Sade, Helene Smith (an English clair- 
voyant), Freud, Pancho Villa and 
Alice in Wonderland. Needless to say, 
the deck is an interesting, but com- 
pletely baffling collection of incongru- 
ities—demonstrating to the letter the 
principal concepts of surrealism. 

Some years before, another “fan- 
tastic” deck had been proposed by an 
Englishman. It was to consist of 
two red suits, two black suits, and 
one blue suit—the pips being squares, 
circles, triangles, etc. The court cards 
were more or less conventional, ex- 
cept for two extra ones which were 
completely blank, and bore the titles

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“cause” and “effect.” Furthermore, 
all cards were to be of different sizes 
and shapes. This interesting project 
was declared by its inventor to have 
been “inspired by a dream.” To this 
writer’s knowledge the deck was 
never actually produced. 

An extremely modern treatment is 
shown in the deck designed by André 
Francois for Simpson’s Piccadilly in 
London, published by De La Rue 
about five years ago. The court cards 
are drawn in a crude, primitive style, 
and are full-length, suggesting a re- 
turn to the old European cards of 
two centuries earlier. The color 
scheme is very attractive and un- 
usual: black, royal blue, olive, tan, 
cocoa-brown and bright pink predom- 
inating. All the pips are white, the 
spades and clubs against a _ black 
background, and the hearts and dia- 
monds against cocoa. The backs show 
a stylized birds-eye-view of Piccadil- 
ly Circus. Francois, the designer, is 
one of the leading decorative artists 
and cartoonists in France today. A 
collection of his best cartoons was 
recently published in this country un- 
der the title, The Tattooed Sailor. 

Another radically modern depar- 
ture in card design is shown in a 
set of wood-cuts for a new tarot deck 
by Jean Bertholle, an outstanding 
young French painter. The deck was 
issued by Audin of Lyons, circa 1950. 
The conceptions, very free in style, 
are almost abstracts, and are very 
similar to the modern French tapes- 
tries which received so much publicity 
here a few years ago. 

A very handsome deck was designed 
about ten years ago by Cassandre, 
for Hermes of Paris. The court cards 
are more conventional, but are quite 
advanced in style and coloring. The 
artist has succeeded adminably in com- 
bining the medieval imagery of the 
old svmbols with a treatment as mod- 
ern as tomorrow. This is a wide 
poker deck of unusually fine quality, 
beautifully printed by Draeger Freres. 

It is significant that most of these 
modern art decks are French. However 
there are many manufacturers all 
over Europe who are issuing extreme- 
ly modern designs. Modiano of Trieste 
has recently published a new tarot 
deck with very striking atout cardg 
However, these are “modern” only in 
a magazine-illustration-technique 
sense. In our own country, the Scher- 
ing Medical Corporation deck is a 
good example of “something new,” but 
although the clever court cards are 
drawn in the most modern technique, 
they really fall under the classifica- 
tion of cartoons, rather than a new 
departure in card design. 

There have been several attractive 
innovations in suit signs, and inge- 
nious arrangements of suit colors in 
both American and English decks; 
not to mention several attempts to 
popularize the old idea of circular 
ecards. And some fifteen or twenty 
years ago appeared a deck with court 
cards stylized into a series of geomet- 
ric patterns in the most approved 
“modernistique” manner. 

But the card-players, whom the 
ecards are really made for, will have 
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none of these changes. Already these 
decks—clever and original as they are 
—have gone into the Limbo of Lost 
Causes. Ironically enough, these “ul- 
tra modern” cards are fast becoming 
collector’s items. 


MINIATURIA 

It’s about time that we heard from 
more collectors of miniature books. 
The article by Elisabeth Ball of 
Muncie, Ind., was apparently widely 
read, and it created much interest in 
this fascinating field judging by the 
comments that have come to HOB- 
BIES. Libraries expressed an inter- 
est, too, and some have asked if there 
are many collections of small editions 
in public libraries. 





One item that seems to be rather 
scarce as far as dressed dolls for 
doll houses is the little handbag. This 
is brought to mind now by an item 
in the press recently that is, that 
men of ancient Babylon invented and 
first used the handbag which women 
carry today. 

An item in the miniature field that 
never fails to attract the small boy 
is a group of miniature wheeled ve- 
hicles. 2 

Miniature ‘vii so appealed to 
Empress Eugenie that she collected 
almost a thousand volumes. In la- 
ter years Queen Mary of England 
had a large collection of miniature 
publications which included almanacs, 
bibles, dictionaries, atlases, histories 
of England, Shakespeare’s complete 
works, and the Koran.

Gore: Or, three bulls’ heads cabossed 
sable a crescent for difference. 

Crest: A bull’s head couped at the 
neck sable. 


Baring-Gould’s Family Names and 
Their Story tells us that Gore is a 
place name meaning a ravine or nar- 
row strip of land, usually three cor- 
nered. 

The Committee on Heraldry of the 
New England Historic Genealogical 
Society has a photograph of the will 
of Richard Gorre of Southampton, 
England, bearing the seal illustrated 
here. Richard died in Southhampton, 
co. Hants, and the will, proved in the 
Prerogative Court of Canterbury, 
names his eldest son, John Gorre, 
executor. On December 23, 1644, John 
Gore of Roxbury, Mass., appeared be- 
fore a Notary Public in Boston, Mass.. 
and signed a power of attorney guthor- 
izing Joseph Browne of Southamp- 
ton, England, to prove and execute 
the will. Thus we have a definite link 
between the two countries. 

John, the son of Ricnard and Eli- 
zabeth Gorre, was married in Eng- 
land before 1633 to Rhoda (last name 
unknown) and they emigrated to Rox- 
bury, Mass., about 1635. Here John 
became a Freeman in 1637 and a year 
later he became a member of the An- 
cient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of Massachusetts. which had 
been organized cnly a short time pre- 
viously. 

John and Rhoda had issue eleven 
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children—more than half of whom 
died in infancy. Rhoda lived thirty- 
six years after the death of her hus- 
band, and in the interim married 
three more times .. . first to John 
Remington, then to Edward Porter 
and lastly to Joshua Tidd. She re- 
minds me of the little Irish woman 
who had been widowed several times 
and when asked if she was interested 
in another husband, answered: “Aye, 
if the Lord keeps taking them, so will 
I.” However, Rhoda, who outlived her 
fourth husband, remained a widow 
for the fifteen years remaining before 
her own death. 

John2, the eldest son of John and 
Rhoda Gore, was born 1n England in 
1634, There is a family story that 
has survived the years concerning his 
marriage, and it is given as follows: 
“A wealthy lady in England named 
Rebekah Crook settled in Roxbury 
and married a Mr. Gardiner. One day, 
as Mr. John Gore was at Mrs. Gar- 
diner’s house, the lady advised him 
to get married. Her infant daughter 
lay in the cradle which Mrs. Gardiner 
was rocking. He replied: “Perhaps 
I will wait for your daughter.” And 
it actually happened that when about 
fifty years of age he was married 
to Sarah Gardiner, the infant rocked 
in the cradle.” 

John‘ Gore, the great-grandson of 
John!, was the parent of two better 
known Gores—Christopher, a Gover- 
nor of Massachusetts, and Samuel, a 
painter. John+ (1719-1796) had un- 
usual experiences of his own, sas he 
was prosecuted and banished as a 
loyalist in 1778, but was restored to 
citizenship in 1789 by an act of legis- 
lature. 

Christopher Gore’s ancestry is con- 
tained in a genealogy bearing the 
gruesome title The Payne and Gore 
Families. This compilation, published 
in 1875, carried the full record of 
the descendants of John! for three 
full generations, and of one branch 
after that point. Christopher (1758- 
1827) graduated at Harvard in 1776, 
studied law and soon acquired a luc- 
rative practice in Boston. In 1783 he 
married Rebecca Payne (hence the 
name of the genealogy) and in 1789 
he was appointed by Washington to 
serve as the first district attorney 
for Massachusetts. and he s°rved in 
this position until 1796. At this time 
he was appointed as a commissioner 
to England under John Jay’s treaty 
to settle the American  spoliation 
claims and succeeded in obtaining the 
restitution of a large amount of prop- 
erty. He remained in England for 
eight years. returning to Boston in 
1804. In 1809 he was appointed Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts, but served 
only one year. Later he was elected 
to the United States Senate and 
served for three vears. When he died 
childless, he left valuabie bequests to 
the American Academy of Sciences 
and to the Massachusetts Historical 
Society, and nearly $100,000 to Har- 
vard. The Harvard library building, 
Gore Hall. was completed in 1841 
and named in his honor.. 

Samuel, a brother of Christopher, 
was a Boston painter. A sketch book, 
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that now bears the name “The Gore 
Roll of Arms,” was preserved in the 
family of Samuel, and the earliest 
Coats recorded are dated 1701-2. Both 
Samuel and his father John were 
carriage painters in Boston and the 
sketch book was probably employed 
to engrave coffin plates or to furnish 
hatchments or banners which were 
used at funerals of noted citizens. The 
entries in the book coincide with the 
known dates of death of prominent 
persons. As stated in Whitmore’s Ele- 
ments of Heraldry (1866), “In this 
country, we rarely find any verbal 
description of family arms in let- 
ters or other family documents; and 
hardly a single collection of a num- 
ber of Coats can be cited. One man- 
uscript, however, of considerable an- 
tiquity, recording the bearings of nu- 
merous families in New England... 
is printed in full in the Heraldic 
Journal (Boston, 1865).” 

This only touches on a few of the 
Gore name, as down through the 
years many have given public serv- 
ice. The name also appears in south- 
ern records, and in Virginia we some- 
times find the name spelled Goare 
and Goar. 


INTERPRETATION 

Canting in Heraldry is “the sing- 
ing out of the name through the sym- 
bols on the shield.” Whether intend- 
ed or not, the bulls on this shield look 
mean enough to gore anyone, and the 
allegory is effective. 

The bearing of the bull, or the head 
thereof, is a note of valour and mag- 
nanimity. 

This Gore Coat-of-Arms is found in 
Burke’s General Armory (1884) and 
is ascribed to the family seated at 
Aldrington and Surrendon, co. Wilts., 
England. The crescent for difference, 
not included in the description given 
in Burke, usually indicates the sec- 
ond son. Guillim, an authority on Her- 
aldry, defines Differences or Marks of 
Cadency as being “Extraordinary ad- 
ditaments, whereby bearers of the 
same coat armour are distinguished 
each from others, and the nearness to 
the original bearer is demonstrated.” 

The shield of gold (or) represents 
generosity and elevation of mind, 
while the black (sable) of the bulls 
heads denotes constancy.

me, she never tells the same anecdote 
over and over again, unless you in- 
sist upon it.” 

At this point “Evangeline” reveals 
how the relationship with her grand- 
mother has taught her to appreciate 
the things of yesteryear, and a gift 
from grandmother has become her 
cornerstone in collecting family heir- 
looms. She explains: 

“My grandmother was quite a read- 
er; and many a novel has she re- 
hearsed to me which beguiled her 
youth’s gay hours. There is one now 
lying on the shelf, old and shabby, 
time-worn and stained. I preserve it 
simply because it was my grandmoth- 
er’s. I found it some time ago. 

“‘*Grandmother, where did this old 
book come from? All the s’s are f’s; 

I can scarcely read it.’ 

“Why, my dear chila, that book 
was quite a beauty. It was given me, 
when I was sixteen, by an old silver- 
haired man.’ 

“My resolution was taken. This 
book shall be an heirloom in the fam- 
ily. And there it is, surrounded by my 
schoo] books and some novels of the 
present day.” 

Realizing her enthusiasm might be 
stretching the reader’s patience, 
“Evangeline” exclaims: “But, dear 
me! I do not wish to tire you. I could 
write all night about this beloved 
relative. 

“And now goodnight, my revered, 
my much loved grandmother! Thy 
teachings have not fallen on a cold, 
indifferent heart; planted by a loving 
hand, they are blooming, and bearing 
precious fruit. 

“It is the earnest prayer of that 
spirit, whose wayward fancies thou 
hast often checked, that when the 
dread messenger, "Death, summons 
thee to 'a brighter land, it may be my 
task to close those eyes which have 
never looked upon me but in love.” 

This profound valedictory, quietly 
glowing with the heart’s blood beats 
of steadfast love and adoration, must 
have deeply touched the teacher— 
grandparent; perhaps it proffered ad- 
ditional bright hours, when finally, 
the ominous messenger’s gathering 
clouds began eclipsing Grandmother‘s 
last sun. 

And, if ghosts could be collected 
under lock and key, this Grandmother 
offers a choice one, as like a rare gray 
pearl, she continues glistening through 
time.
